Six  of  the  26  half-hour  films  being  prepared  for  "Victory  at 
Sea,"  NBC  television's  dramatic  history  of  Naval  operations  from  1939 
to  the  present,  are  now  ready,  complete  with  narration  and  the  Richard 
Rodgers  musical  score  performed  by  the  NBC  Symphony  under  direction 
of  Robert  Russell  Bennett. 

"Victory  at  Sea,"  which  is  being  produced  by  Henry  Salomon 
for  early  Fall  release  over  the  NBC  network,  is  the  first  network- 
produced  motion  picture  to  present  contemporary  history  in  a  dramatic 
manner. 

The  six  episodes  now  complete  include  "Design  for  War,"  the 
story  of  anti-submarine  warfare  from  1939-^1 ,  which  includes  a  good

BEATING  A  DETECTIVE  AND  SERGEANT -AT -ARMS 
TO  THE  TAPE  IN  CHICAGO 


CHICAGO,  July  2  --  The  tape  recorder  which  NBC  radio  news¬ 
men  smuggled  into  the  meeting  of  the  Republican  National  Committee 
yesterday  was  discovered  and  confiscated  --  but  not  for  long. 

A  house  detective  at  the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel,  where  the 
committee  met,  discovered  the  NBC  minicorder  and  turned  it  over  to 
the  sergeant -at -arms .  At  the  conclusion  of  the  session  --  at  which 
the  National  Committee  reaffirmed  an  earlier  decision  not  to  admit 
the  recording  and  photographic  equipment  of  radio  and  television 
broadcasters  --  Joseph  0.  Meyers,  radio  news  operations  manager,  and 
two  NBC  engineers  crowded  around  the  sergeant -at -arms  to  look  at  the 
gadget . 

They  asked  him  questions  about  the  minicorder,  typical 
questions  that  any  layman  would  ask.  In  the  confusion  of  trying  to 
answer  them,  the  sergeant -at -arms  let  them  come  between  him  and  the 
tape  recorder  and  before  he  could  say  "William  Howard  Taft,"  they  had 
made  off  with  it.  When  last  seen,  the  NBC  engineers  were  successfully 
outdistancing  the  sergeant -at -arms  through  the  halls  of  Conrad  Hilton 
--  and  NBC  didn’t  have  to  list  a  $250  minicorder  as  "lost  in  action."

NBC  PRESIDENT  MCCONNELL  URGES  G.O.P.  NATIONAL  COMMITTEE 
TO  RECONSIDER  BAN  ON  TV  AND  RADIO  COVERAGE 
OF  CREDENTIALS  COMMITTEE  SESSIONS 


New  York,  July  3  --  Joseph  H.  McConnell,  president  of  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company,  yesterday  urged  the  Republican  National 
Committee  to  reconsider  its  decision  barring  television  and  radio  cov¬ 
erage  of  the  Credentials  Committee  sessions. 

In  a  telegram  to  Guy  Gabrielson,  Republican  national  chair¬ 
man,  Mr.  McConnell  said  that  barring  these  two  media  is  "contrary  to 
the  public  interest  and  the  spirit  of  the  First  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution. "

Text  of  Mr.  McConnell’s  telegram  to  Gabrielson  follows: 

Honorable  Guy  Gabrielson, 

Chairman,  Republican  National  Committee, 

Conrad  Hilton  Hotel, 

Chicago,  Illinois. 

May  I  urge  your  committee  to  reconsider  its  decision  to  bar 
television  and  radio  coverage  of  the  Credentials  Committee  hearings 
currently  under  way. 

We  sincerely  believe  that  this  decision  is  contrary  to  the 
public  interest  and  the  spirit  of  the  First  Amendment  to  the  Constitu¬ 
tion.  Radio  and  television  are  news  media,  and  they  should  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  cover  all  events  of  public  interest  on  the  same  basis  as  other 
news  media.  To  deny  the  broadcasting  industry  access  to  such  an  impor 
tant  segment  of  the  convention  proceedings  is  to  deny  the  public  the 
right  to  see  and  hear  these  proceedings  without  intermediary  interpret 
ation.

Ever  since  the  beginning  of  the  political  campaign,  the 
various  candidates  and  their  supporters  have  used  television  facili¬ 
ties  extensively  to  show  themselves  and  present  their  views  to  the 
public.  This  has  been  done  at  great  expense  to  the  television  indus¬ 
try  and  to  commercial  sponsors.  Now  we  are  giving  extensive  coverage 
to  the  Republican  and  Democratic  conventions.  This  will  cost  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company  and  its  sponsor  alone  approximately 
three  million  dollars. 

It  is  obviously  unfair  to  permit  one  news  medium  to  cover  an 
event  and  to  deny  that  right  to  another  news  medium.  It  is  equally 
unfair  to  arbitrarily  tell  the  television  industry  that  it  may  cover 
one  part  of  the  proceedings  but  may  not  cover  another  part  to  which 
the  public  is  admitted.  We  feel  the  American  public  is  entitled  to 
view  any  event  of  this  importance. 

General  Eisenhower's  supporters  have  urged  that  these  hear¬ 
ings  be  televised.  In  response  to  a  wire  I  sent  Senator  Taft,  he 
informed  me  he  had  absolutely  no  objection  to  such  coverage. 

The  argument  that  television  coverage  interferes  with  the 
proper  conduct  of  your  meetings  cannot  be  sustained.  Television,  un¬ 
like  newsreels,  does  not  require  any  additional  lighting.  Also,  with 
any  kind  of  advance  notice,  we  can  install  television  cameras  so  that 
they  will  not  interfere  with  either  the  movement  or  deliberations  of 
the  committee. 

The  issue  the  Credentials  Committee  is  now  considering  is 
one  in  which  the  American  public  is  deeply  interested.  In  the  inter¬ 
est  of  fair  play  to  the  public  and  to  the  broadcasting  industry,  we 
urge  your  committee  to  permit  radio  and  television  coverage  of  the 
Credentials  Committee  I  wrings  and  any  other  convention  activities  to 
which  the  press  is  admitted.

HAS  7  SWITCHES  DURING  15  MINUTES; 

'MISS  UNIVERSE'  ON  SHOW 

When  NBC-TV's  CAMEL  NEVJS  CARAVAN  (Monday  through  Friday, 

7:^5  p.m.,  EDT)  recently  became  the  first  regularly  scheduled  news  tele¬ 
cast  seen  transcontinental^  to  originate  in  Hollywood,  seven  switches 
from  the  Atlantic  Coast  to  the  Pacific  coast  were  made  within  the 

"Caravan's"  15  minutes,  perhaps  an  all-time  record. 

John  Cameron  Swayze,  commentator  of  the  "Caravan,"  presented 

bulletin  material  and  pictorial  reports  from  the  West  Coast  and  reports 
also  were  seen  from  New  York,  Washington  and  points  between  the  two 
coasts. 

Swayze  also  presented  the  newly  chosen  "Miss  Universe"  on  the 
telecast  for  her  first  television  appearance  since  being  chosen. 

The  NBC-TV  newsman  seated  the  shapely  blonde  lass  in  his 
sleek  English  convertible  for  a  tour  of  Hollywood  as  NBC-TV  cameras, 
situated  on  the  famous  corner  of  Sunset  Boulevard  and  Vine  Street, 
followed  them  to  end  the  caravan's  first  coast-to-coast  telecast.  The 
"Camel  News  Caravan"  opened  with  live  pickups  from  New  York,  Chicago, 
Omaha  and  atop  Mt.  Wilson  overlooking  Los  Angeles  before  the 
cameras  revealed  Swayze  on  the  street  corner  outside  NBC-TV  studios  in 
Hollywood.  After  introducing  the  bulletin  news  he  pushed  through  the 
crowd  to  enter  studio  D,  where  he  took  his  place  before  a  modernistic 
set  just  five  seconds  before  he  went  on  camera  again.  He  remained 
seated  in  the  studio  before  a  large  photo  mural  of  the  Los  Angeles 
City  Hall  until  the  end  of  the  program  when  he  raced  from  the  set 
outside  again  to  escort  Miss  Universe  into  his  car.

Chicago,  July  7  --  The  far-flung  facilities  of  the  National 


Broadcasting  Company’s  television  and  radio  networks,  embracing  every 
conceivable  point  of  activity  in  this  city,  went  into  operation  at 
7:00  a.m..,  (EDT)  today  to  bring  the  American  public  the  most  completely 
covered  Republican  National  Convention  in  the  nation's  history.  NBC's 
radio  and  television  coverage  of  the  convention  is  being  sponsored  by 
the  Philco  Corporation. 

With  a  staff  of  300  prepared  to  report  every  move  both  on 
and  off  the  convention  floor,  NBC  radio  and  television  are  stationed 
in  the  International  Amphitheatre,  the  Republican  National  Committee 
headquarters  in  the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel  here,  the  headquarters  of  each 
of  the  major  candidates,  as  well  as  at  railroad  stations,  in  the 
streets  and  at  vantage  points  where  sub-committee  of  the  National 
Committee  are  in  session. 


The  first  network  program  to  originate  in  Chicago's  Inter¬ 


national  Amphitheatre  on  Convention  Day  -•  where  the  convention  ses¬ 
sions  are  being  held  --  was  NBC -TV’s  "Today,"  which  went  on  the  air  at 
7:00  a.m.,  with  special  interviews  conducted  by  James  Fleming,  the

Three  hours  later,  under  Philco  sponsorship,  the  NBC  tele¬ 
vision  network  presented  (10:00  a.mc  EDT),  a  full-hour  program 
describing  every  facility  the  network  has  in  operation  in  Convention 
City.  Pickups  from  the  floor  of  the  hall,  the  Conrad  Hilton,  the 
super-mobile  crash  truck,  and  freshly -developed  films  made  by  the  new 
ly-developed  super-speed  film  developing  unit  all  were  seen  on  this 
program.  At  12l^o  p#m#,  the  big  show  started. 

Cameras,  microphones,  tape  recorders,  reporters,  commenta¬ 
tors,  announcers  as  well  as  behind-the-scenes  technicians  moved  into 
high  gear  as  the  1952  Republican  national  convention  was  under  way. 

To  an  estimated  17,900,000  TV  sets  and  the  nationwide  radio 
audience,  NBC  started  bringing  an  unprecedented  word  and  picture 
description  of  the  conclave. 

Following  the  opening  session,  NBC  television  presented 
special  convention  interviews  by  Robin  Chandler  from  the  Amphitheatre 
at  4:00  p.m,  and  at  7:00  p.m.  A  new  program,  "Convention  Call,"  was 
seen  on  the  network,  A  panel  of  commentators  answered  questions  tele 
phoned  in  by  viewers  regarding  the  convention  and  the  proceedings  up 
to  the  moment.  This  program  will  be  seen  daily  for  the  duration  of 
both  conventions. 

Other  special  interviews  were  held  on  the  "Camel  News 
Caravan"  at  7:45  p.m.  At  8:30  p.m.,  the  convention  resumed  ses¬ 
sions  from  the  International  Amphitheatre. 

Immediately  following  the  close  of  the  first  day's  session, 
NBC's  comedy  star  Bob  Hope  presented  a  five-minute  discussion  of  the 
day's  events  from  the  convention  hall.

NBC -TV  PRESENTED  8  HOURS  OF  POLITICAL  COVERAGE 
FROM  CHICAGO  BETWEEN  JULY  1  AND  5 

Chicago,  July  7  --  The  National  Broadcasting  Company  un¬ 
limbered  its  radio  and  television  staff  and  equipment  concentrated  in 
Chicago  to  report  the  Republican  National  Convention  by  providing  the 
public  with  constant  complete  coverage  of  G,O.P,  skirmishes  during  the 
past  week. 

Between  Tuesday,  July  1,  and  Saturday,  July  5>  NBC  television 
presented  eight  hours  of  political  coverage  from  Chicago  in  addition 
to  regularly -scheduled  news  programs.  During  the  period  NBC  provided 
nearly  all  the  TV  coverage  of  these  events  available  to  the  Nationwide 
audience.  The  network  telecast  and  broadcast  every  phase  of  the  bat¬ 
tle  for  convention  seats  in  the  Florida,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  and  Texas 
G.O.P.  delegations.  Other  exclusive  TV  coverage  of  Republican  politi¬ 
cal  developments  this  past  week  included  telecasts  of  press  confer¬ 
ences  held  by  Senator  Robert  Taft  and  Governor  Thomas  Dewey  on  Thursday, 
July  3. 

William  R,  McAndrew,  director  of  NBC's  combined  radio -TV 
convention  coverage,  acted  under  instructions  from  NBC  President 
Joseph  H,  McConnell  and  ordered  coverage  of  the  Republican  politicking 
wherever  it  happened,  NBC -TV  cameras  were  moved  into  the  North  Ball¬ 
room  of  the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel  for  the  Republican  National  Committee

meeting  which  considered  the  seating  of  the  delegates.  When  the  com¬ 
mittee  moved  to  another  room  and  both  TV  and  radio  were  barred,  NBC 
set  up  facilities  outside  the  doors  and  continued  coverage  from  that 
vantage  point. 

NBC  radio  news  was  equally  far  out  in  front.  From  the  mo¬ 
ment  its  alert  staff  smuggled  a  microphone  into  the  committee  meeting 
room  (Tuesday,  July  1)  to  record  the  discussion  of  whether  radio  and 
television  broadcasting  equipment  should  be  admitted  on  through  the 
credentials  struggle,  NBC  radio  was  there  with  its  live  microphones 
and  tape  recorders. 

On  a  typical  day,  Saturday,  July  5>  this  is  how  NBC  radio 
kept  its  finger  on  everything  of  importance  that  was  going  on: 

Merrill  Mueller  reported  General  Dwight  D*  Eisenhower's  arrival  at 
Northwestern  Station  at  12:30  a.m.,  EDT.  An  hour  later  Mueller  and 
recording  equipment  were  with  Eisenhower  as  he  spoke  at  the  Sherman 
Hotel,  When  the  Texas  Eisenhower  delegation  arrived  at  Midway  Airport 
at  3:00  p.m,,  Jim  Hurlbut  was  there  to  cover.  At  4:15  p.m.,  W.W. 
Chaplin  was  on  hand  in  the  Blackstone  Theatre  for  a  Dixie  protest  meet¬ 
ing.  Bob  L  tts  was  at  the  microphone  for  Governor  Earl  Warren's  ar¬ 
rival  at  5:00  p.m.  At  7:00  p.m.,  Richard  Harkness  covered  Senator 
Taft's  arrival  at  Midway  airport.  At  the  same  moment,  Cy  Fox  was 
covering  the  Progressive  Party  Convention,  which  was  in  session  in 
Chicago  over  the  weekend. 

A  typical  day  for  NBC  television  was  Wednesday,  July  3>  when 

three  hours  of  time  was  devoted  to  reporting  the  political  story.  From 

11:00  a.m,  to  12:00  noon,  NBC  cameras  and  commentators  were  outside 

the  north  ballroom  in  the  Hilton  Hotel.  Commentators  Richard  Harkness, 

Morgan  Beatty,  Clifton  Utley  and  Henry  Cassidy  took  turns  describing

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the  delegate  battle  and  interviewing  representatives  of  the  Taft 
and  Eisenhower  forces.  At  noon  the  exclusive  coverage  shifted  to 
the  Hilton  exhibition  hall  for  Senator  Taft’s  press  conference,  then 
back  to  the  north  ballroom  at  12:20  p.m.,  for  more  on  the  creden¬ 
tials  story  until  1:00  p.m.  At  3:30  p.m.,  NBC  was  the  only  network 
to  televise  Governor  Dewey’s  press  conference.  At  9:0  p.m..  Gover¬ 
nor  John  S.  Fine  was  interviewed  by  reporters  from  NBC  and  the  press 
on  ’’Convention  News  Conference." 

NBC  has  26  cameras  in  use  for  its  coverage  of  the  conven¬ 
tion  (plus  pool  cameras  on  the  floor  of  the  amphitheatre),  but  in 
order  to  have  more  mobility,  the  network  brought  to  Chicago  a  crew 
of  nine  newsreel  men  to  provide  around-the-clock  film  coverage  of 
every  worthwhile  story. 

For  NBC-TV  film  reporting,  Friday,  July  4,  was  a  typical 
day.  NBC  camera  crews  —  shooting  film  for  "Camel  News  Caravan," 
"Today,"  and  other  NBC-TV  newscasts  --  covered  stories  on  the  Texas 
delegate  contest,  representative  Joseph  Martin's  press  conference, 
the  Progressive  Party  platform  committee  session,  the  distribution  of 
convention  tickets  to  national  committee  members,  the  Progressive 
Party  keynote  speech,  Harold  Stassen’s  press  conference  and  the 
Eisenhower  special  train  enroute  to  Chicago. 

Although  the  Republican  National  Committee  voted  by  60  to 
40  not  to  allow  television  cameras  and  microphones  inside  the  meeting 
room,  individual  members  of  the  committee  and  rival  partisans  were 
willing  enough  to  be  interviewed  by  NBC.  In  fact,  NBC  newsmen  at 
times  found  rivalry  between  supporters  of  leading  candidates  for  the 
Republican  Presidential  nomination  so  intense  that  it  was  deemed  ad¬ 
visable  to  separate  the  contesting  partisans.  As  a  result,  a  new

television  reporting  technique  was  developed.  This  was  done  electron¬ 
ically  with  no  difficulty  at  all.  Taft  supporters  were  interviewd  on 
one  floor  of  the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel,  Eisenhower  supporters  on  another. 
NBC  television  switched  back  and  forth  as  the  battle  raged. 

NBC  television  trotted  out  most  of  the  devices  it  will  use 
for  covering  the  convention  on  a  special  program  called  "Chicago  '52  -- 
Republicans"  on  Saturday,  July  5  (4:00-5:00  pcm,,  EDT) .  This  was  the 
first  program  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Philco  Corporation,  which 
will  present  NBC  television  and  radio  coverage  of  the  Republican  and 
Democratic  conventions  and  election  night. 

The  "Walkie-Lookie"  camera,  developed  by  engineers  of  the 
Radio  Corporation  of  America  and  NBC,  attracted  great  interest  when  it 
was  shown  publicly  for  the  first  time  on  "Chicago  ’52  —  Republicans." 
NBC’s  new  "TV  studio  on  wheels,"  the  latest  Model  TV  mobile  unit,  also 
was  shown.  Other  new  scientific  developments  which  will  figure  in 
NBC's  coverage  of  the  conventions  include  a  "hot  developer"  for  rapid 
preparation  of  film  stories  and  and  hydro -lift  truck  for  hoisting  a 
television  camera  15  feet  in  the  air  to  give  a  bird's-eye  view  of 
crowds  and  arriving  dignitaries. 

The  first  five  days  of  preliminary  coverage  from  Chicago  end¬ 
ed  on  Saturday  night  when  Governor  Dewey  was  interviewed  on  "Convention 
News  Conference"  (9:00-9:30  p.m.,  EDT)  by  a  panel  of  newsmen.  Law¬ 
rence  Spivak  and  Martha  Rountree  are  the  moderators  of  the  program. 

Earlier  on  Saturday,  (7:00-7:30  p.m.,  EDT)  in  the  midst  of 
all  the  Republican  coverage.  Senator  Estes  Kefauver  (D.-Tenn.)  arrived 
at  the  Conrad  Hilton  for  an  address  on  NBC  television  and  radio.  The

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NBC'S  'WALKIE-LOOKIE,'  50-POUND  PACK  TV 
CAMERA -TRANSMITTER,  SHOWN  FIRST  TIME 

Chicago,  July  7  —  Shortly  before  the  Republican  convention, 
NBC  demonstrated  its  new  portable  television  camera,  the  "walkie- 
lookie,"  Saturday  in  the  network’s  studios  at  the  International 
Amphitheatre  here.  It  was  the  first  time  the  50-pound  "walkie-lookie" 
was  shown  publicly  under  working  conditions.  The  handy-size  TV  camera 
weighing  10  pounds,  along  with  its  50-pound  back-pack  transmitter,  is 
designed  especially  to  extend  the  range  of  NBC  television  coverage  of 
the  two  political  conventions  in  Chicago  this  month. 

"Because  of  its  compactness  and  portability,  the  "walkie- 
lookie"  can  be  taken  into  places  no  standard  TV  camera  has  ever  been 
before,"  said  William  R.  McAndrew,  director  of  NBC's  combined  televi¬ 
sion  and  radio  convention  coverage.  "These  'walkie-lookies*  were  de¬ 
signed  by  RCA  and  NBC  engineers  specifically  to  extend  the  range  of 
our  convention  coverage." 

Based  on  the  vidicon  photo -conductive  pickup  tube,  the  com¬ 
pletely  portable,  battery-powered  TV  camera  can  operate  for  nearly  two 
hours  within  a  half-mile  radius  of  its  base  station.  The  "walkie- 
lookie"  transmits  a  regular  TV  picture  plus  complete  sound  to  the  base 
station,  thence  to  the  network  and  to  home  viewers  tuned  to  NBC. 

The  equipment  contained  in  the  book-sized  camera  and  knap¬ 
sack  consists  of  a  synchronizing  generator,  video  and  sound  circuits 
operating  on  a  common  ultra -high-frequency  carrier  wave  which  links 
the  "walkie-lookie"  to  its  base  station,  A  radio  receiver  in  the  back 
pack  picks  up  the  cues  for  the  cameraman  and  commentator.  The  re¬ 
chargeable  batteries  which  power  the  knapsack  transmitter  can  run  the 
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complete  unit  for  nearly  two  hours  without  recharging,  and  make  the 
"walkie-lookie”  completely  independent  of  cables,  wires  and  fixed 
mounting  installations  which  limit  the  mobility  of  live  TV  pickups  with 
studio-type  cameras. 

Recent  developments  in  the  design  of  pencil-size  electronic 
tubes  and  other  miniature  component  parts  have  made  possible  the  50- 
pound  portable  equipment.  The  "walkie-lookie”  is  an  adaptation  of  the 
RCA  industrial  TV  camera  with  the  added  feature  of  a  viewfinder  for 
the  cameraman.  The  view-finder  is  a  small  kinescope  picture  tube 
which  enables  him  to  see  an  exact  reproduction  of  the  picture  the 
"walkie-lookie"  is  taking.  Inside  the  pack  and  camera  are  42  tubes 
with  associated  circuits  which  provide  a  standard  525-line,  30  frame 
interlaced  television  picture.  Included  in  the  unit  are  a  battery- 
operated  power  supply,  deflecting  circuits,  amplifiers  and  a  radio  for 
receiving  instructions  and  cues  from  the  base  station.  The  cameraman- 
commentator’s  voice  is  picked  up  and  transmitted  through  a  small 
microphone  built  into  the  camera  over  an  electronic  circuit  which  adds 
voice  signals  to  picture  signals  as  they  are  sent  to  the  base  station. 

Research  for  the  "walkie-lookie"  was  carried  out  at  the  David 
Sarnoff  Research  Laboratories.  The  camera  was  designed  by  engineers  of 
the  Engineering  Products  Department  of  RCA  Victor,  NBC  engineers  co¬ 
operated  in  work  on  the  "walkie-lookie." 
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NBC -TV  SHOWS  ’SUPER  MOBILE  UNIT’  FOR  USE 
IN  COVERING  THE  CONVENTIONS 

Chicago,  July  7  --  NBC  television  put  its  super  mobile  unit 
on  the  air  Saturday  from  Chicago  for  the  first  time  during  a  full -hour 
program  pointing  up  the  network’s  extensive  installations  for  covering 
the  Republican  and  Democratic  National  Conventions, 

The  super  mobile  unit,  sometimes  called  "the  disaster  unit," 
"crash  truck"  or  "TV  newsroom  on  wheels,"  is  a  35-foot  roving  TV  studio 
equipped  to  transmit  electronic  and  film  sound -pictures  to  the  NBC  net¬ 
work  from  the  field.  The  unit  provides  its  own  electric  power  from  a 
10-kilowatt  gasoline  generator  and  can  operate  completely  independent 
of  cables,  wires  or  public  power  supply  within  a  30-mile  radius  of  any 
NBC -TV  stations, 

William  Resides  of  NBC-TV’s  audio-video  engineering  group  in 
New  York  supervised  the  design  and  construction  of  the  converted  44- 
passenger  bus.  The  crash  truck  is  35  feet  long,  eight  feet  wide  and 
11  feet,  four  inches  high.  Its  12-cylinder  engine  develops  210-horse- 
power  and  pushes  the  truck  with  its  full  load  of  equipment  and  its 
operations  crew  of  10  men  at  speeds  as  high  as  65  miles  per  hour.  On 
long  trips,  two  drivers  alternate  at  the  wheel  of  the  huge  blue-and- 
gray  vehicle  marked  "NBC"  with  bright  aluminum  letters. 

Inside  the  super  mobile  unit,  behind  the  curtained-off 
driver’s  cab  is  the  control  room  for  the  field  and  technical  directors, 
the  video,  audio  and  utility  engineers.  The  crew  coordinates  and  trans¬ 
mits  pictures  from  three  electronic  TV  cameras  and  will,  when  the 
equipment  is  Installed,  be  able  to  transmit  sound-pictures  from  film 
cameras,  too.  The  truck  will  soon  contain  a  fast-developing  darkroom 
and  a  film  projector,  A  dual-purpose  microwave  carries  both  sound  and 

picture  from  the  disaster  unit  to  the  nearest  NBC-TV  station  or  relay

point.  The  crew  headed  by  technical  director  Jimmy  Davis  can  receive 
instructions  on  another  wavelength  through  a  cue  radio  receiver.  They 
also  have  a  two-way  radio  telephone  link  to  NBC-TV  as  well  as  a  series 
of  internal  phone  circuits  connecting  control  personnel  to  cameramen 
and  to  the  mobile  units  headquarters. 

The  whole  truck  is  air-conditioned  by  a  machine  that  operates 
alternately  on  gasoline  and  electric  power.  The  air-conditioner  is 
similar  to  those  used  in  refrigerated  trucks  and  trailers  and  can  be 
removed  bodily  from  the  truck  for  servicing. 

The  10-kilowatt  gasoline-driven  electric  generator  powers 
the  three  TV  camera  chains  and  provides  sufficient  illumination  to  in¬ 
terview  survivors  at  nighttime  disaster  scenes.  The  generator  is 
sealed  in  a  special  compartment  to  minimize  noise  and  vibration. 

The  electronic  TV  cameras  and  five  monitors  and  all  other 
moveables  travel  in  fibre -board  or  foam  rubber  anti-shock  mountings. 
The  10-man  crew  can  assemble  the  cameras  and  go  on  the  air  within  15 
minutes  after  they  arrive  at  the  spot  of  a  remote  pickup. 

When  NBC -TV’s  newest  mobile  unit,  the  first  of  three,  drives 
into  a  gas  station  to  "fill  *er  up,"  it  takes  135  gallons  before  the 
gauge  reads  "fullj1  The  truck  roll3  around  the  country  on  two  11  x  20 
tires  in  front,  four  in  the  rear.  Wherever  it  goes,  its  size  alone 
attracts  attention  and  when  its  ding-dong-ding  air  horn  sounds  the  NBC 
Chimes  at  intersections,  everyone  in  the  vicinity  turns  around  to  look. 

The  disaster  unit  is  one  of  four  NBC-TV  mobile  units  oper¬ 
ating  under  the  supervision  of  P.A,  Wankel  at  Chicago,  They  enlarge  the 
scope  of  the  network’s  political  convention  coverage.  In  Chicago, 
NBC-TV’ s  newest  mobile  unit  is  garaged  at  2424  South  Wabash  Avenue, 
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NBC -TV  USES  FASTEST  UNIT  FOR  DEVELOPING 
MOTION  PICTURE  FILM  AT  CONVENTION 

CHICAGO,  July  7  --  The  fastest  motion  picture  film  developing 
unit  ever  built  is  now  being  used  by  the  National  Broadcasting  Company 
for  the  coverage  of  the  Republican  and  Democratic  conventions, 

A  radical  departure  in  the  field,  the  developing  unit  can 
turn  out  1,220  feet  of  negative  film  an  hour,  300  feet  in  15  minutes. 

It  takes  roughly  two  minutes  to  develop  one  minute’s  worth  of  film. 

The  ordinary  film  developing  machine  takes  six  times  as  long  to  develop 
an  equivalent  amount. 

Not  only  is  the  NBC-TV  unit  the  speediest  method  of  develop¬ 
ing  l6-millimetor  films  ever  devised,  but  the  machine  itself  is  the 
smallest  commercial  developer  in  use.  It  measures  half  the  size  of  a 
home  refrigerator,  weighs  225  pounds,  and  is  made  of  stainless  steel. 

The  fast  developer  is  26  inches  long,  20  inches  wide  and  stands  20 
inches  high, 

NBC  television  began  research  on  the  fast  film  developer  in 
October,  1951,  with  a  view  to  having  compact  and  rapid  film  equipment 
available  for  the  disaster  unit,  a  mobile  TV  studio  on  wheels.  Two  NBC- 
TV  film  cameramen,  David  Klein  and  Philip  Coolidge,  worked  out  the 
basic  idea,  Klein  used  to  develop  his  films  by  hand,  and  the  experi¬ 
ence  he  gained  the  hard  way  served  as  a  basis  for  this  new  labor-saving 

device . 

The  two  cameramen  worked  on  the  fast-developer  project  under 
the  supervision  of  C.H.  Colledge,  who  is  in  charge  of  NBC-TV  production 
operations  at  the  political  conventions.  Colledge  worked  with  engi¬ 
neers  and  professors  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  to 
draw  up  plans  for  the  machine.  Then,  as  the  convention  approached, 

M.I.T.  men  built  the  machine  in  three  weeks'  time.

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The  fast-developer  ’ s  speed  is  a  result  of  a  secret  formula 
for  the  developing  solution  and  the  hypo,  both  of  which  are  used  at 
normal  temperature.  Only  67  feet  of  film  pass  through  the  machine  at 
any  given  moment.  The  fast-developer  can  be  plugged  into  an  ordinary 
wall  socket  and  can  operate  with  or  without  running  water.  Completely 
mobile,  the  device  is  expected  to  be  of  invaluable  service  to  NBC-TV’s 
complete  coverage  of  the  political  conventions.  Film  made  at  the 
International  Amphitheatre  can  be  processed  and  aired  15  minutes  later. 


NBC -TV  HAS  OWN  MAKE-UP  BAR 

CHICAGO,  July  7  --  NBC  television  will  be  the  only  network 
covering  the  Republican  convention  to  have  its  own  "make-up  bar"  com¬ 
plete  with  powder,  eyebrow  pencil  and  grease  paint. 

The  bar  is  one  of  several  makeup  installations  provided  for 
Presidential  candidates,  delegates  and  political  leaders  who  appear 
on  Philco-sponsored  NBC-TV  programs  at  the  International  Amphitheatre 
or  the  Hilton  Hotel. 

Syd  Simons,  noted  Chicago  makeup  man,  will  head  NBC-TV’s 
three-man  team  of  cosmetic  artists  at  the  conventions.  There  will  be 
a  makeup  man  On  duty  at  the  Amphitheatre  and  at  network  headquarters 
in  the  Hilton  from  early  in  the  morning  until  late  at  night. 

The  "makeup"  bar  is  built  into  a  special  room  in  NBC 
convention  studios  at  the  Amphitheatre,  Simons  and  his  men  will  seat 
the  politicos  before  the  bulb-studded  theatrical  mirrors  and  as 
rapidly  as  possible  provide  them  with  whatever  base  and  corrective 
makeup  is  necessary.

Simons  started  working  as  a  makeup  man  in  Hollywood  when  he 

r.- 

was  still  in  knee  pants.  He  went  to  work  for  NBC  in  Chicago  in  1933 
and  has  been  associated  with  the  network  there  ever  since.  Simons  is  a 
versatile  man  with  cosmetics.  He  has  a  "flesh-color"  thumb.  In  recent 
years  he  has  invented  a  rapid  way  to  manufacture  beards  and  mustaches  — 
"lip  toupees"  he  calls  them  --  and  a  quick-aging  plastic  that  adds  forty 
years  to  a  person* s  appearance  in  40  seconds.  He  can,  if  need  be,  make 
up  a  person  completely  in  a  minute.  He’d  rather  not.  He’s  been  train¬ 
ing  a  staff  for  the  conventions  for  the  past  six  months  and  will  work 
around  the  clock. 

The  "makeup  bar"  with  Simons’  staff  in  attendance  is  one  more 
NBC-TV  facility  which  makes  the  network’s  coverage  of  the  political 
conventions  the  most  extensive  in  history,  Philco  Corporation  is 
sponsoring  NBC  convention  coverage  on  both  radio  and  television 


GLIMPSES  BEHIND  THE  SCENE  WITH  NBC  IN  CHICAGO 

C.H.  (Joe)  Colledge,  supervisor  of  NBC-TV  Production  Opera¬ 
tions  at  both  political  conventions,  has  his  eye  glued  on  seven 
monitors  in  his  control  room  at  the  International  Amphitheatre  and  his 
ear  open  to  17  phone  lines. 

Colledge  controls  26  cameras  located  around  Chicago  as 
follows:  seven  in  NBC-TV  Amphitheatre  studios,  eight  pool  cameras  in 
the  hall,  two  aboard  the  disaster  unit,  four  in  the  network’s  mobile 
production  unit,  three  aboard  the  Chicago  mobile  unit,  two  at  the 
Conrad  Hilton  Hotel.  In  addition,  three  NBC-TV  cameras  are  concen¬ 
trated  in  Studio  "A"  at  the  Merchandise  Mart  (NBC  Chicago)  for  Philco 
commercials .

microwave  relay,  across  San  Francisco  Bay  to  Berkeley,  where  it  was 
inserted  into  the  regular  San  Francisco-Hollywood  microwave  channel. 

Roy  Neal,  Western  Division  NBC-TV  news  supervisor  in  Holly¬ 
wood,  arranged  special  West  Coast  reports  for  the  local  edition  of 
"Camel  News  Caravan."  Split-second  timing  enabled  Swayze  to  introduce 
live  news  pickups  from  New  York,  Chicago,  Los  Angeles  and  Catalina, 
while  filmed  spots  were  cut  in  from  Hollywood.

whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  the  people  informed  and  alert," 


NBC  moved  its  electronic  cameras  and  its  microphones  into 


the  Congress  Hotel  to  report  the  second  day’s  dispute  over  seating  of 
certain  Southern  Republican  delegates.  The  sound  and  picture  were 
part  of  the  Philco-sponsored  NBC -TV  and  NBC  radio  coverage  of  the  25th 
Republican  convention.

Viewers  also  saw  the  arrival  of  ex-President  Herbert  Hoover 
at  La  Salle  Street  station  and  heard  the  G.O.P.  elder  statesman  say,  HI 
hope  to  be  a  peacemaker  here  in  Chicago  and  to  raise  the  level  of  the 
convention  debate,”  NBC^  Ben  Grauer,  Alex  Dreier,  Clifton  Utley  and 
Richard  Harkness  guided  the  round-robin  tour  of  Chicago. 

At  12:30  p.m.,  EDT  NBC -TV  and  NBC  radio  began  their  coverage 
of  the  initial  convention  session.  Bill  Henry  did  the  running  TV  com¬ 
mentary,  George  Hicks  and  H.V.  Kaltenborn  did  the  radio  report.  For 

six  hours  some  70,000,000  televiewers  and  millions  of  additional  radio 
I 

listeners  had  better  than  front-row  seats  while  the  Taft  and  Eisenhower 
forces  argued  over  the  seating  of  certain  delegations. 

NBC  radio  engineers  figured  prominently  in  the  morning  ses¬ 
sion  as  they  controlled  the  55  microphones  at  each  delegation  and  the 
rostrum  from  a  desk  immediately  behind  the  speaker’s  platform.  Conical 
RCA  microphones,  manufactured  specially  for  the  conventions,  were  in 
evidence  on  TV  screens  whenever  the  delegations  were  polled. 

The  "walkie-lookie"  produced  a  fine  picture  from  the  crowded 
floor  of  the  Amphitheatre,  picking  out  Gov.  Alfred  Driscoll  of  New 
Jersey  during  the  voting  on  the  rules  changes.  A  regular  NBC -TV 
camera  situated  high  above  the  speaker’s  platform  gave  viewers  an  over¬ 
all  view  of  the  whole  Amphitheatre  which  could  not  be  seen  in  pool 
camera  pictures.  Outside  the  doors  of  the  International  Amphitheatre 
NBC -TV  used  a  hydrolift  truck  to  hoist  a  camera  15  feet  in  the  air  for 

a  bird’s-eye  view  of  arriving  delegates.

At  6:07  p.m.,  EDT,  NBC-TV  cut  away  from  the  pool  picture  to 
the  networks  mobile  unit  at  Midway  Airport  to  show  televiewers  ex¬ 
clusively  the  arrival  of  General  MacArthur. 

At  6:20  p.m,,  when  the  session  ended,  Bill  Henry  and  Richard 
Harkness  summarized  developments.  They  were  both  back  on  the  air  a 
half  hour  later  along  with  Ben  Grauer  and  Henry  Cassidy  to  answer 
telephone  calls  from  interested  viewers  on  any  phase  of  the  convention 
proceedings,  from  7:00  to  7:30  p.m.,  EDT, 

NBC's  reports  of  the  evening  session  began  at  9:30  p.m.,  EDT 
aptd  continued  after  General  MacArthur’ s  keynote  speech  with  some  com¬ 
mentary  by  Bill  Henry  and  some  spoofing  by  Bob  Hope.  Hope  described 
an  alternate  delegate  as  "the  fellow  that  uses  the  bed  in  the  daytime." 
He  said  one  delegate  thought  he  saw  a  mirage  in  the  heat:  "He  thought 
he  saw  Margaret  Truman  singing  'The  Star  Spangled  Banner* in  the 
Amphitheatre." 


SIDELIGHTS  OP  NBC-TV' s  CONVENTION  COVERAGE 


Merrill  "Red"  Mueller,  from  1945  to  1950  chief  of  NBC  London 
Bureau,  is  in  Chicago  this  week  covering  his  first  national  convention 
in  America.  However,  Mueller  has  covered  14  conventions  abroad,  in¬ 
cluding  12  Labor,  Conservative  and  Liberal  party  conclaves  in  Great 
Britain,  one  in  France  and  one  in  Italy.  Mueller  said  that  "the  great¬ 
est  difference  between  the  foreign  and  American  conventions  is  that  in 
the  United  States  interest  is  focused  on  the  personalities  whereas  in 
Europe  that  interest  is  the  platform.  In  England,  for  instance," 
Mueller  said,  "the  slogan  is,  'win  with  this  party  or  that, '  not  with 
this  candidate  or  that."

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NBC -TV  CARRIES  CREDENTIALS  COMMITTEE  SESSIONS, 

CONVENTION  ACTIVITIES  AND  BALL  GAME 
ON  SECOND  DAY  OF  MEETINGS 

Chicago,  July  9  --  The  vast  television  facilities  of  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company  were  brought  into  play  yesterday  to  give 
the  nation  thorough  coverage  of  its  two  favorite  pastimes  --  politics 
and  baseball. 

A  combination  of  fortunate  timing  and  the  availability  of 
almost  unlimited  equipment  to  cover  the  story  wherever  it  was  breaking 
enabled  NBC  to  provide  an  estimated  60,000,000  viewers  with  a  balanced 
account  of  the  day’s  events. 

NBC  trained  its  cameras  on  the  second  day’s  sessions  of  the 
Republican  National  Convention,  on  the  vital  Credentials  Committee 
meeting,  and  --  as  a  change  from  the  serious  political  news  story 
which  NBC  has  been  covering  all  week  in  Chicago  --  the  All-Star  Base¬ 
ball  Game  from  Philadelphia. 

NBC  viewers  were  able  to  keep  up  with  all  three  stories 
without  once  switching  the  dials  of  their  television  receivers.  They 
saw  Hank  Sauer  and  Jackie  Robinson  hit  home  runs  in  an  inter-league 
baseball  classic  won  by  the  National  League  over  the  American  League,

3  to  2;  they  saw  the  Credentials  battles  fought  out  in  sessions  covered 
tby  television  because  of  NBC’s  insistence  on  being  admitted  wherever 
other  news-gathering  agencies  are  allowed;  and  they  saw  former  Presi¬ 
dent  Herbert  Hoover  address  the  Republican  party  convention  in 
International  Amphitheatre. 

Listeners  to  NBC  radio  continued  to  get  complete  coverage  and 
analysis  of  the  convention  developments  by  the  network’s  commentators 
and  reporters. 

The  day’s  stories  seemed  to  break  as  if  they  had  been  so 
ordered  by  William  R,  McAndrew,  director  of  NBC's  combined  television 
and  radio  convention  coverage , 

Early  morning  television  coverage  of  the  Chicago  political 
story  went  off  as  previously  scheduled,  James  Fleming  and  his  associ¬ 
ates  of  the  "Today"  program (Monday  through  Friday  7:00-9:00  a.m,  EDT 
and  CDT )  gave  early  morning  viewers  a  thorough  recapitulation  of  the 
previous  day's  events  and  a  preview  of  upcoming  news  developments. 

From  10:00  to  11:00  a.m.,  EDT,  NBC  presented  its  daily  polit¬ 
ical  roundup,  the  first  broadcast  of  the  day  under  sponsorship  of  the 
Philco  Corporation,  which  is  presenting  the  NBC  coverage  of  both  major 
political  conventions. 

After  that,  NBC’s  coverage  had  to  be  played  "by  ear,"  and 
everything  worked  out  perfectly. 

Late  Monday  night,  after  the  Credentials  Committee  of  the 
Republican  National  Committee  had  decided  to  permit  television  cameras 
into  the  meeting  room  at  the  Hotel  Congress,  it  was  agreed  that  NBC 
would  pick  up  the  morning  session  of  the  committee  hearings  and  provide 
|a  pool  feed  to  any  other  network  wishing  to  carry  it.  The  pool  feed  was 
used  by  both  other  television  networks  as  NBC  carried  the  proceedings 
from  11:00  a.m.  to  1:30  p.m.,  EDT.

Just  after  the  debate  ended  and  the  committee  voted,  NBC  switched  to 
Philadelphia  for  its  scheduled  exclusive  coverage  of  the  All-Star 
Baseball  Game  under  sponsorship  of  Gillette.

Earlier,  NBC  had  ordered  up  the  single  circuit  from  Omaha  to 
the  West  Coast  to  permit  Western  viewers  for  the  first  time  to  watch 
an  All-Star  Baseball  Game,  after  the  floor  session.  No  agreement  re¬ 
garding  a  pool  feed  by  NBC  was  made  last  night  for  the  afternoon  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Credentials  Committee.  However,  shortly  after  the  commit¬ 
tee  resumed  its  session  in  the  afternoon,  the  other  networks  requested 
that  NBC  resume  its  pickup  and  continue  providing  the  feed  from  the 
Hotel  Congress,  This  was  done  by  the  network  as  soon  as  facilities 

could  be  reinstalled  (2j30  p.m.). 

Rain  interrupted  the  baseball  game  after  five  innings  --  and 

the  umpires  decided  to  call  it  off  just  as  the  Credentials  story  in 
Chicago  was  warming  up  again.  By  now  the  debate  had  shifted  to  the 
Georgia  battle.  Henry  gave  a  brief  explanation  of  what  was  going  on 
and  NBC  picked  up  the  thread  of  the  story  with  no  loss  in  the 
chronology. 

NBC  stayed  with  the  story  through  the  discussion  of  the 
situation  in  Mississippi  from  4  to  6s 15  p.m*,  during  which  time  such 
regular  programs  as  "Matinee  in  New  York,"  "Hawkins  Falls,"  "The  Gabby 
Hayes  Shows,"  "Howdy  Doody,"  and  "Cactus  Jim"  were  canceled  to  make 
room  for  the  hot  developments.

The  afternoon1 s  events  slowed  up  sufficiently  by  7:15  P*m., 

|  EDT,  for  NBC  to  put  on  four  of  its  commentators  to  discuss  what  had 
been  happening. 

With  Ben  Grauer  serving  as  moderator.  Bill  Henry,  Merrill 
Mueller  and  David  Brinkley  assembled  on  "Convention  Call"  to  interpret 
the  news.  They  appeared  on  a  program  which  had  been  so  popular  on  its 
premiere  the  night  before  that,  curiously  enough,  it  had  to  be  dis¬ 
continued  until  changes  could  be  made  in  it. 

"Convention  Call,”  intended  as  a  half-hour  (from  7:00  to 
7:30  p.m.  EDT)  during  which  viewers  would  telephone  in  their  questions 
about  the  convention  to  NBC  commentators,  was  first  presented  on  Mon¬ 
day  evening.  In  13  minutes  on  that  day  it  attracted  10,000  calls 
from  viewers,  so  clogging  the  NBC  switchboard  in  the  Merchandise  Mart 
that  messages  vital  to  NBC's  radio  and  television  coverage  of  the 
conventions  could  not  be  transmitted. 

Grauer  announced  on  the  abbreviated  Tuesday  session  of 
"Convention  Call"  that  NBC  was  delighted  with  the  tremendous  interest 
and  response  and  wished  to  continue  the  program  through  the  Republican 
and  Democratic  conventions.  However,  he  asked  that  viewers  telegraph 
their  questions  —  to  specific  NBC  commentators  if  they  so  desired,  in 
care  of  NBC,  Merchandise  Mart,  Chicago,  Ill.  In  addition  to  questions, 
the  viewers  need  only  include  their  telephone  numbers.  From  these  NBC 
will  call  a  representative  group. 

Fifteen  minutes  after  the  corps  of  commentators  had  summed 
up  their  opinions,  John  Cameron  Swayze  came  on  with  the  "Camel  News 
Caravan"  at  7:^5  p.m.,  EDT.

By  9:30  p.m,,  EDT,  NBC’s  cameras  were  ready  for  the  big 
story  of  the  day,  ex-President  Hoover’s  address.  Following  Hoover’s 
speech,  and  the  moment  the  ovation  given  him  had  subsided  sufficiently, 
Henry  gave  the  latest  reports  on  the  Credentials  battle  still  going  on 
at  the  Congress  Hotel, 

Before  NBC  continued  with  its  coverage  of  the  address  of 
Governor  Howard  Pyle  of  Arizona  and  the  Credentials  session.  Bob  Hope 
came  on  with  seven  minutes  of  comment  on  the  lighter  side  about  the 
political  story.  The  NBC  radio  and  television  comedian  put  on  his  pro¬ 
gram  from  the  Studebaker  Theatre  in  Chicago,  where  seats  were  as  dear 
as  spectators'  tickets  for  the  convention. 

The  Republicans,  Hope  said,  are  optimistic  about  their 
chances  of  success  in  the  November  elections.  He  reported  even  having 
seen  a  Republican  candidate  looking  at  a  map  to  see  where  Washington, 
D.C,,  is  located. 

Delegates’  buttons  for  the  candidates  are  getting  larger, 

Hope  reported.  He  told  of  seeing  a  Taft  supporter  wearing  Taft  him¬ 
self,  and  of  noting  a  Texan  wearing  a  button  so  big  that  people  were 
digging  for  oil  on  it, 

Hope  joked  about  a  story  related  by  Morgan  Beatty  on  NBC 
radio’s  ’’News  of  the  World"  last  night  about  the  temporary  chairman’s 
gavel  flying  out  of  his  hands  and  "hitting  a  Democrat."  But,  said 
Hope,  the  "Democrat  was  protected  by  Blue  Cross," 

Hope  ended  his  fun-making  chatter  on  a  serious  note.  He 
asked  his  viewers  to  continue  to  contribute  to  the  fund  to  pay  expenses 
of  the  United  States  Olympics  Team.  He  and  Bing  Crosby,  in  a  coast-to- 
coast  telethon  in  June,  raised  pledges  of  more  than  $1,000,000,  much  of 
which  remains  to  be  collected.

TO  REPORT  REPUBLICAN  CONVENTION  FULLY 

In  reporting  the  Republican  National  Convention  in  Chicago, 
NBC  radio  installed  and  is  using  two  city-wide  networks  --  one  for 
programs,  one  "back-stage"  for  communications  --  to  insure  that  the 
average  of  35  pickups  an  hour  from  commentator  to  commentator  go  off 
smoothly, 

NBC  radio  listeners  hear  the  whole  story  of  the  GOP  sessions 
as  Joseph  Meyers,  manager  of  Radio  News  Operations,  and  Eugene  Juster, 
manager  of  NBC’s  radio  and  television  stations  in  Washington,  maneuver 
their  staff  of  12  broadcast  byliners  from  place  to  place. 

NBC  radio  newsmen  are  stationed  on  the  floor  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Amphitheatre  where  the  Republican  Convention  is  meeting,  on 
the  speaker’s  platform  and  in  the  Amphitheatre  hallways  as  well  as  in 
hotels  and  candidates’  headquarters  in  downtown  Chicago. 

Meyers  and  Juster,  together  with  technical  directors,  sit  in 
the  NBC  booth  high  above  the  speaker’s  platform,  where  they  can  see 
everything  happening  inside  the  hall.  Meyers  literally  had  blisters 
on  his  fingers  from  the  continual  switching  he  did  during  the  12  hours 
of  NBC  broadcasts  of  the  first  day’s  explosive  session. 

Each  session  NBC  radio  opens  its  broadcast  report  with  a  roll 
call  of  the  commentators  stationed  around  the  hall.  George  Hicks  and 
H.V,  Kaltenborn  alternate  doing  the  running  commentary  in  the  booth 
high  in  the  air.  Morgan  Beatty  and  Clifton  Utley  are  on  the  speaker’s 
platform, 

Richard  Harkness,  who  scored  a  "beat"  with  his  first-day  re¬ 
port  from  Sen.  Henry  Cabot  Lodge  that  the  Eisenhower  forces  would  not 

(more) 
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compromise  on  seating  the  contested  delegates,  Merrill  Mueller  and  V/. 
W.  Chaplin  all  roam  the  floor  to  talk  with  delegation  leaders  and  pro¬ 
minent  political  figures. 

Beside  the  "live"  voices  broadcast  directly  over  NBC,  tape- 
recorded  excerpts  of  events  taking  place  elsewhere  or  at  earlier  times 
are  spliced  into  the  running  program  of  convention  session. 

The  "backstage  network"  is  a  system  of  instantaneous  radio 
communication  which  Meyers  and  Juster  control  from  the  gondola  booth 
in  the  Amphitheatre. 

They  can  speak  with  all  NBC  radio  commentators  as  well  as 
with  the  mobile  transmitting  units  roaming  the  city.  This  superiority 
of  communications  results  in  complete  analytical  reports  of  events  at 
the  Republican  Convention  when  the  day's  sessions  are  over, 

NBC  commentators  on  regularly  scheduled  news  programs  like 
1  "Merrill  Mueller's  Home  Edition  of  the  News,"  Morgan  Beatty’s  two 
editions  of  "News  of  the  World,"  Ray  Henle,  Ned  Brooks  and  Albert  War¬ 
ner  on  "Three  Star  Extra,"  H.V.  Kaltenborn  and  Richard  Harkness  on 
"Pure  Oil  News  Time"  provide  radio  listeners  with  a  succinct  and 

accurate  resume  of  the  political  day  in  Chicago. 

Henry  Cassidy,  director  of  Radio  News  and  Special  Events, 
coordinates  NBC’s  radio  reports  on  the  convention  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  William  R.  McAndrew,  over-all  director  of  NBC’s  convention 
coverage  on  both  radio  and  television. 

SIDELIGHTS  OF  NBC’S  CONVENTION  COVERAGE 

NBC  commentator  Morgan  Beatty  had  his  gavels  mixed  at  the 
Republican  National  Convention  and  until  he  got  them  straightened  out, 
^  had  visions  of  the  Chicago  Historial  Society  boycotting  the  GOP.

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The  society  lent  an  aged  and  valuable  wooden  gavel  from  its 
Lincoln  collection  to  the  Republicans  for  the  opening  of  the  1952  con¬ 
vention,  but  only  on  the  condition  that  it  wouldn't  actually  be  used  to 
pound  the  convention  to  order,  for  fear  of  damaging  it. 

So  when  the  NBC  newsman  saw  the  gavel  in  the  hand  of  Temp¬ 
orary  Chairman  Walter  S.  Hallanan  shower  splinters  and  fly  apart  as  he 
called  Monday  night's  session  to  order,  Beatty  gulped  in  consternation, 
sure  that  the  rare  Lincoln  gavel  had  been  ruined. 

However,  as  Beatty  later  reported  to  his  NBC  radio  audience, 
that  gavel  used  by  Hallanan  was  one  handed  down  from  the  Republican 
Convention  of  19^-0.  He  reported  that  it  showed  up  on  the  podium  again 
yesterday,  patched  together  and  somewhat  the  worse  for  wear. 

He  was  relieved  to  report  that  the  valuable  Lincoln  Gavel  was 
again  locked  up  at  the  Chicago  Historical  Society  Museum.

The  Illinois  Bell  Telephone  Company,  already  staggering  under 
the  load  of  extra  business  because  of  the  Republican  National  Conven¬ 
tion,  was  miffed  at  the  success  of  the  first  "Philco  Convention  Call" 
program  on  NBC -TV.

Thirteen  minutes  after  the  telecast  went  on  the  air  at 
7:00  p.m.,  EDT,  Monday  night,  with  Henry  Cassidy,  Ben  Grauer,  Richard 
Harkness  and  Bill  Henry,  the  Chicago  telephone  exchange  handling  the 
calls  was  tied  up  with  10,000  calls  to  "Philco  Convention  Call,"

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NBC’s  Morgan  Beatty  is  recommending  that  the  network  provide 
its  newsmen  with  bodyguards  to  help  them  run  the  gauntlet  in  Chicago 
hotel  corridors  during  the  Republican  National  Convention. 

The  newsman  has  been  trapped  by  eager  partisans  extolling 
their  candidates  on  several  occasions  and  has  been  hard  pressed  to  get 
from  place  to  place  in  the  Conrad  Hilton  hotel,  Beatty  says  this  is 
the  first  political  convention  in  his  memory  that  began  in  a  hotel. 

His  toughest  interview  took  place  when  he  moderated  a  debate 
between  John  Hamilton  and  Sen.  Henry  Cabot  Lodge,  who  were  separated  by 
several  floors  of  the  Hilton.  Beatty,  who  was  with  Hamilton  on  one 
floor  of  the  hotel,  had  to  give  his  only  pair  of  earphones  to  the  for¬ 
mer  G.O.P.  chairman,  and,  unable  to  hear  Lodge’s  portion  of  the  debate, 
had  to  ad-lib  his  questions.

The  third  annual  series  of  concerts  from  the 
Hollywood  Bowl  will  start  on  NBC  radio  Sunday , 
July  27  and  will  run  for  eight  weeks  (7:00- 
8:00  p.m.,  EDT) .  The  series  again  will  feature 
world-renowned  artists  in  the  serious  and  more 
popular  musical  fields. 

The  first  concert  of  the  series  will  be  an 
orchestral  program  directed  by  Bruno  Walter. 
Selections  in  the  one-hour  concert  will  be 
Weber1  s  "Der  Freischutz"  overture,  "Till  Eulen- 
spiegel"  by  Richard  Strauss,  and  the  "Symphony 
No.  2  in  D"  by  Beethoven. 

The  programs  will  be  presented  by  tape  re¬ 
cording.  Until  the  series  starts  on  the  air 
on  July  27,  "Promenade  Concerts"  will  continue 
in  this  time  spot  under  direction  of  Roy  Shield.

Chicago,  July  10  --  Climaxed  by  complete  description  of  the 
bitter  fight  over  the  seating  of  Southern  delegates  on  the  floor  of 
•  the  Republican  National  Convention  here,  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company’s  radio  and  television  networks  yesterday  brought  the  American 
public  another  day  of  the  most  comprehensive  word  and  picture  coverage 
ever  afforded  a  national  conclave.  The  Philco  Corporation  sponsors 
NBC’s  radio  and  TV  coverage  of  the  convention. 

Cutting  from  one  part  of  this  convention  city  to  another 
throughout  the  day,  the  NBC  television  network  scored  a  notable  exclu¬ 
sive  on  Wednesday  morning  with  the  telecast  o i  Sen,  Robert  Taft’s 
press  conference  at  the  Hotel  Conrad  Hilton,  Early  this  morning,  at 
1:10  a,m,,  EDT  (Thursday),  the  network  also  offered  a  view  of  the  cau¬ 
cus  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  at  which  Gov,  Fine  declared  himself 
for  Gen,  Eisenhower, 

With  skillful  direction  from  the  NBC  switching  center  at  the 
International  Amphitheatre,  William  R,  McAndrew,  director  of  the  net¬ 
work’s  combined  radio  and  television  coverage,  pieced  together  with 
microphone  and  camera  the  intricate  "lead"  story  of  the  day:  the  con¬ 
test  over  the  Southern  delegates,

Cameras  of  NBC  television  were  focused  throughout  the  day  on 

: 

the  Credentials  Committee  at  still  another  hotel,  the  Congress,  while 
other  cameras  and  microphones  were  at  the  Amphitheatre  where  last 
night  and  early  this  morning  the  contest  came  before  the  convention  as 
a  whole. 

The  NBC  television  network  carried  more  than  12  hours  of 
convention  coverage  during  the  day.  The  radio  network  also  carried 
all  the  important  proceedings  both  day  and  night  to  the  listening 
audience. 

The  smooth  operation  of  the  networks  in  covering  the  ses¬ 
sions  day  and  night  belied  the  frantic  behind-the-scenes  maneuvering 
of  both  the  important  political  personalities  and  the  facilities  for 
covering  their  action.  Sen,  Taft  had  scheduled  a  press  conference 
early  yesterday  morning  and  suddenly  canceled  it.  Then  he  suddenly 
^  reappeared  in  a  hallway  of  the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel,  NBC  television 
was  exclusive  at  this  press  conference  at  11:45  a.m.,  EDT,  using  a 
zoomar  lens  to  show  Taft  standing  on  a  soap  box  beneath  an  "exit11  sign, 
Leif  Eid  covered  the  conference. 

Several  hours  later.  Gov,  Pine  of  Pennsylvania,  one  of  the 
key  political  figures  at  the  convention,  announced  that  his  state 
would  have  a  caucus  in  a  small  room  at  the  International  Amphitheatre, 
With  unprecedented  speed,  an  NBC-TV  camera  was  rushed  to  the  scene  of 
the  caucus  room,  which  measured  100  by  25  feet,  and  held  almost  300 
newsmen.  At  4:35  p.m.,  EDT,  Gov.  Fine  arrived  at  the  room  only  to  an¬ 
nounce  that  the  caucus  would  be  postponed  until  after  the  Credentials 
Committee  had  reached  its  final  decision  on  Texas,  The  conference, 
k  described  as  "wild  and  woolly"  by  NBC  commentator  Richard  Harkness  who 
covered  it,  ended  four  minutes  later,  at  4:39  p.m.,  EDT,

To  show  the  speed  with  which  events  occurred  yesterday, 
three  minutes  after  the  Pennsylvania  meeting,  NBC  television  was  on  the 
air  from  the  room  at  the  Hotel  Congress  where  the  decision  on  Texas  was 
finally  reached. 

As  though  news  of  the  convention  were  not  hot  enough,  at 

1:55  p.m.,  EDT,  NBC  had  another  exclusive  news  story  on  the  air  from 

Burbank,  Calif,,  where  the  Warner  Brothers  Studios  were  ablaze,  looking 
like  a  roaring  inferno  on  the  TV  screen. 

The  TV  day  started  at  8:00  a.m.  from  the  Amphitheatre  where 
"Today "  originated,  in  part,  to  bring  viewers  up  to  date  on  the  happen¬ 
ings  to  that  time.  On  the  show  at  8:15  a.m.,  for  the  second  time  in 

TV's  history,  a  man  was  seen  being  shaved.  The  man:  Alex  Dreier. 

The  first  time:  Alex  Dreier,  in  1948,  at  the  Republican  National  Con¬ 
vention  in  Philadelphia.  Correspondent  Inez  Robb  was  another  guest  on 
the  program  from  the  Amphitheatre. 

At  10:00  a.m. ,  EDT,  the  network  presented  its  daily  political 
full-hour  roundup  of  convention  activities,  during  which  the  proposed 
Taft  press  conference  was  visited  but  failed  to  materialize.  This  was 
the  first  of  the  day's  Philco -sponsored  programs. 

Immediately  after  the  exclusive  Taft  interview,  the  network 
switched  to  the  Credentials  Committee  meeting,  at  11:50  a.m.,  EDT, 
which  continued  on  the  air  until  the  official  opening  of  the  third 
day's  session  of  the  convention  at  the  Amphitheatre.  At  1:00  p.m., 

EDT,  NBC  went  back  to  the  vital  credentials  fight  and  carried  it  until 
its  recess  at  1:35  p.m.,  EDT.  Immediately  thereafter,  the  picture  from 
the  convention  proper  was  resumed. 

Many  times  during  the  day,  NBC-TV  employed  its  11  Camera  three,"

stationed  in  the  NBC  radio  booth  above  and  behind  the  speaker's  platform.

Closeup  shots  from  this  camera  revealed  the  ” tele -prompter”  being  used 
by  many  of  the  speakers  addressing  the  conclave. 

The  cameras  of  the  network  were  focused  on  the  speeches,  on 
the  convention  floor,  of  Gen.  Patrick  Hurley,  Senator  Joesph  McCarthy 
and  other  speakers  at  the  opening  session.  After  the  formal  talks, 
the  network  switched  to  its  Amphitheatre  studios  for  interviews  by  Don 
McNeill  with  two  National  Committeewomen. 

At  4:15  p.m,,  EDT,  Robin  Chandler  interviewed  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
George  Van  Hagen;  the  former,  an  Eisenhower  supporter,  the  latter  a 
member  of  "Belles  for  Bob”  and  a  Taft  advocate.  Because  of  Mrs.  Van 
Hagen's  predilection  for  politics,  Mr.  Van  Hagen  is  currently  "cook  and 
maid” in  the  Van  Hagen  household. 

At  4:35  P.m.,  EDT,  the  Fine  interview  took  place  in  the 
Amphitheatre,  where  NBC-TV's  camera  tripod  gave  way.  Three  engineers 
held  the  camera  in  the  air  while  the  fourth  engineer  operated  it. 

At  4:42  p.m.,  EDT,  it  was  back  to  the  Credentials  Committee 
session  until  the  decision  was  reached  on  the  seating  of  Texas 
delegates . 

The  popular  "Convention  Call"  program,  which  on  its  first 
day  drew  10,000  telephone  calls  and  was  forced  to  ask  viewers  to  sub¬ 
mit  telegrams  instead,  was  seen  over  NBC -TV  from  7:00-7:30  p.m.,  EDT, 
with  Ben  Grauer  presiding  and  Richard  Harkness,  Alex  Dreier,  Henry 
Cassidy  and  Merrill  Mueller  answering  questions  posed  by  members  of 
the  TV  audience. 

A  summary  of  convention  activities  was  given  by  John 
Cameron  Swayze  on  "Camel  News  Caravan"  at  7:45  p.m.,  EDT  and  at  7:55. 
The  network  switched  to  Hollywood  for  a  pickup  of  the  roaring  Warner 
Brothers  blaze  which  threatened  to  spread  throughout  the  area,  two

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minutes  after  it  was  developed,  film  of  the  fire  also  was  shown  on 
the  program. 

Immediately  after  this  telecast,  Theodore  Granik  presented 
his  "Youth  Wants  To  Know,"  with  Paul  Hoffman,  one  of  Gen.  Eisenhower’s 
managers,  as  guest  (8:00-8:30  p.m.,  EDT) •  Hoffman  was  quizzed  by  a 
group  of  students  and  revealed  that  he  expected  Eisenhower  to  be  nom¬ 
inated  no  later  than  on  the  third  ballot. 

At  8:30  p.m,,  EDT,  the  official  convention  session  on  the 
floor  of  the  Amphitheatre  resumed  once  again.  Bill  Henry  was  giving 
the  running  commentary  over  the  picture  while  H.V.  Kaltenborn  and 
George  Hicks  were  in  the  radio  booth.  After  the  address  of  Rep. 

Joseph  Martin,  permanent  chairman  of  the  convention,  the  network 
switched  to  its  studios  for  an  exclusive  bulletin  by  Harkness,  who  had 
just  interviewed  B.  Carroll  Reece,  one  of  Taft’s  top  campaign  aides. 
Reece,  according  to  Harkness,  predicted  that  there  would  be  but  one 
ballot,  indicating  that  the  Taft  forces  were  throwing  all  their  weight 
into  an  early  decision. 

The  cameras  were  then  trained  once  again  on  the  floor  of  the 
convention  as  the  crucial  fight  over  the  seating  of  the  Georgia  and 
Texas  delegates  was  brought  to  a  boil.  Each  of  the  speakers  for  both 
sides  was  seen  and  heard  throughout  the  nation  as  the  dispute  raged 
through  the  night.  Doggedly,  the  two  networks  of  NBC  stayed  with  the 
fight,  bringing  the  final  results  to  the  American  public.

leagues  presented  Kaltenborn  with  a  bouquet.  He  barely  put  down  his 
opera  glasses,  which  he  uses  to  spot  personalities  on  the  floor.  "Just 
another  working  day,"  he  muttered,  cleared  his  throat  and  went  back  on

NBC  radio’s  two  tape-recording  rooms,  one  at  the  Amphitheatre, 
the  other  at  the  Hilton,  have  been  recording  as  much  as  75,000  feet  of 
tape  per  day.  Arthur  Barriault  of  NBC,  Washington,  is  in  charge  of  the 
tape  room.  He  estimates  it  would  take  24  hours  to  play  back  everything 
he  records  daily  on  tv  20  tape  machines  at  NBC  convention  headquarters 

in  Chicago.

As  a  preview  to  the  day’s  convention  coverage  NBC  took  tele¬ 
viewers  on  a  tour  of  the  stockyards  which  surround  the  Amphitheatre  on 
the  South  side  of  Chicago.  Don  McNeill, in  a  cowboy  costume,  rode 
through  the  cattle  pens  interviewing  a  ranching  family  who  had  arrived 
at  the  stockyards  with  a  truckload  of  cattle.  Televiewers  rode  with 
commercial  brokers  as  they  selected  cattle  for  butchering.  It  was 
business  as  usual  all  around  the  Amphitheatre  where  the  delegates  meet.

An  Alaskan  radio  listener,  tuned  to  NBC’s  convention  cover¬ 
age,  wired  W.W.  Chaplin,  one  of  the  network's  newsmen  on  the  floor  of 
the  Amphitheatre,  that  NBC’s  report  of  the  G.O.P.  sessions  was  "great 
stuff  for  us  up  here  in  Sourdough  country.1’  Another  delegate  cold 
Chaplin  during  an  on-the-air  interview  that  "conventions  aren't  what 
they  used  to  be.  Air  conditioning  has  done  away  with  shirtsleeve  ses¬ 
sions,  We're  all  dressed  up  in  frocks  and  Summer  suits."

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The  NBC  radio  engineer  who  controls  the  floor  microphone  syc 
tem  must  be  learned  in  parliamentary  procedure.  He's  with  speaker 
Walter  Hallanan  on  the  rostrum  and  when  a  delegate  on  the  floor  is  re¬ 
cognized  to  speak,  the  engineer  activates  that  delegate's  microphone 
only.  During  complicated  proceedings  when  points  of  order  and  ob¬ 
jections  fly  through  the  air,  the  NBC  man  controlling  the  55  micro¬ 
phones  must  remain  cool  as  a  cucumber.  "One  button  at  a  time"  is  his 
motto.

Fran  Allison,  of  NBC's  "Kukla,  Fran  and  Ollie"  television 
program,  visited  NBC  studios  and  the  convention  at  the  Amphitheatre  to¬ 
day.  Her  friend,  Oliver  J,  Dragon, of  the  program,  has  been  an  announce 
candidate  for  the  Presidency,  but  Miss  Allison  said  she  wasn't  sure 
Ollie  would  want  to  go  through  with  it  if  he  could  see  all  the  hoopla 
connected  with  running  for  the  office.

EARL  GODWIN  DISCOVERS  DELEGATES  CALL  HOME  FOLKS 
TO  GET  TV  REPORTS  ON  CONVENTION  DEVELOPMENTS 

Television  is  having  "a  triangle  effect"  on  the  conventions, 
says  Earl  Godwin,  noted  NBC  commentator.  "There  is  such  confusion  on 
the  floor  of  the  Amphitheatre  throughout  Chicago  that  the  delegates  cal 
long  distance  to  find  out  what  the  home  folks  have  seen  on  television. 
They  have  a  clearer  idea  of  what  is  going  on  than  the  delegates  them¬ 
selves,"  Godwin  explained. 

The  immediate  effect  of  TV  on  convention  procedure  and  events 
have  been  noted,  but,  as  Godwin  says,  "the  reflected  or  triangle  effect 
of  TV  in  explaining  the  convention  to  the  delegates  via  their  friends 


(more) 
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and  families  at  home  hasn't  been  noticed.  I  went  down  on  the  floor  to- 
day  to  find  out  what  the  various  delegates  thought  was  happening  at  the 
convention.  Every  one  of  them  said  they  had  been  on  the  telephone  ask¬ 
ing  the  same  question  of  persons  who  were  watching  and  listening  to 
network  reports  of  the  political  arena.  TV  is  making  the  whole  country 

more  aware  of  the  issues  and  the  candidates." 

The  commentator,  who  has  reported  every  Presidential  conven¬ 
tion  since  1912,  said  that  "NBC's  successful  fight  to  get  cameras  and 
commentators  into  the  Credentials  Committee  meeting  means  that  for  the 
first  time  in  our  history  the  public  sat  in  on  the  secret  party  de¬ 
liberations." 

Godwin  began  with  the  Bull  Moose  meeting  in  1912.  "Today  we 
wager  there  are  more  radio  and  TV  technicians  behind  the  scenes  than 
there  were  reporters  and  photographers  on  the  convention  floor  in  1912. 
There  are  also  many  more  women  working  at  and  around  the  conventions 

nowadays,"  he  said, 

Godwin  said  the  most  amusing  convention  he  ever  covered  was 
the  conclave  of  hoboes  who  called  themselves  the  Itinerant  Workers  of 
America  and  who  nominated  James  Eads  Howe  of  St.  Louis  as  their  can¬ 
didate  --"perhaps  because  they  found  shelter  under  the  bridge  there 

that  Eads'  family  had  built," 

The  most  exciting  thing  that  has  happened  to  Godwin  at  this 
convention  was  a  fire  in  his  taxi  one  night  after  the  Republicans  re¬ 
cessed.  "The  driver  was  an  Arab,"  he  said,  "and  he  sure  drove  his  ma¬ 
chine  as  if  it  were  a  stallion.  Right  in  the  middle  of  the  Loop, 
smoke  started  to  pour  out  from  under  the  hood.  We  stopped.  A  policemar 
put  out  the  fire  and  then  cautioned  the  cabbie  to  drive  slowly.  The 
policeman  warned  me  to  keep  my  hand  on  the  door  handle,  because  if  the 
fire  started  again  he  said  I  might  have  to  jump  into  the  Chicago  river.

CHICAGO,  July  11  --  Frenzied  floor  demonstrations  by  sup¬ 
porters  of  the  five  Republican  Presidential  aspirants  highlighted 
NBC’s  TV  and  radio  Philco-sponsored  coverage  of  the  third  day  of  G.O.P. 
sessions  which  ended  3:52  a.m.  EDT.,  today. 

Using  the  ’’walkie-lookie”  extensively  three  separate  times 
to  provide  viewers  with  a  more  complete  picture  of  the  platform  and 
nominating  sessions  than  the  delegates  themselves  had,  NBC  covered  all 
aspects  of  the  Republican  convention  in  a  dozen  different  locations 
throughout  Chicago.  Extensive  coverage  of  the  important  California  and 
Michigan  State  caucauses  alternated  with  the  15-hour  running  report  of 
events  on  the  floor  of  the  International  Amphitheatre. 

NBC  began  its  political  coverage  at  8:00  a.m.,  EDT  Thursday 
on  "Today"  and  did  not  sign  off  until  nearly  dawn  Friday  morning  to 
complete  the  longest  period  of  telecasts  and  broadcasts  to  date  from 
the  convention. 

The  "walkie-lookie,"  developed  by  RCA  and  NBC  engineers  for 
the  convention,  gave  an  outstanding  performance  on  its  first  extensive 
use  direct  from  the  milling  floor  of  the  Amphitheatre. 

William  R.  McAndrew,  director  of  NBC’s  convention  staff  used 
all  available  equipment,  including  28  TV  cameras,  the  "walkie-lookie,"

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the  videocast,  citywide  radio  installations,  TV  and  radio  mobile  units, 
I  the  hydrolift  truck  and  the  hot  film  developer  to  present  the  complete 
story  of  the  G.O.P.  conclave. 

Interviews  with  Taft  and  Eisenhower  managers  sparked  the  run¬ 
ning  story  from  the  floor  as  a  steady  stream  of  political  personalities 
and  representative  delegates  filed  into  NBC  studios  at  the  Inter¬ 
national  Amphitheatre  to  appear  on  video. 

NBC  mobile  units  captured  the  off-beat  human  interest  stories 
of  the  convention  on  '’Today”  when  viewers  learned  just  what  constitutes 
a  smoke -filled  room. 

Pogo,  the  famed  comic  strip  possum,  and  his  creator,  Walt 
Kelly,  made  their  first  appearance  on  "Date-Line  Chicago"  from  10:00 
to  11:00  a.m.  Don  McNeill  and  a  group  of  delegates  breakfasted  aboard 

a  yacht  as  NBC-TV  cameras  followed  them  from  the  shore  of  Lake  Michigan

before  the  morning  session  of  the  convention.  Another  NBC  mobile  unit 
covered  the  important  California  caucus. 

Both  radio  and  television  carried  the  complete  running  ac¬ 
count  of  the  two  G.O.P.  sessions  at  the  International  Amphitheatre 
from  1:00  p.m.,  until  6:30  p.m.,  EDT  and  from  8:30  p.m.,  until  nearly

TODAY,  NBC-TV*s  early  morning  program  of  news  and  special 
features  (Mondays  through  Fridays,  7:00-9:00  a.m.,  EDT  and  CDT),  with 
Dave  Garroway,  provided  early-rising  viewers  with  glimpses  of  the  con¬ 
vention  they  probably  failed  to  witness  on  television  late  the  night 
before,  and  previews  of  what  each  convention  day  would  bring,  during 
this  convention  week,  July  7-11.  In  addition,  "Today"  gave  viewers  in¬ 
side  and  intimate  aspects  of  the  political  fights  and  play  by  means  of 
guest  interviews  and  films  prepared  by  the  "Today"  news  and  feature 
staffs  in  Chicago. 

On  Monday,  in  addition  to  a  comprehensive  roundup  of  pre- 
convention  news  and  predictions  by  "Today"  news  editor  James  Fleming 
and  guest  commentator  Earl  Godwin,  "Today"  provided  some  insight  into 
delegate  psychology  in  an  interview  with  the  youngest  Republican  alter¬ 
nate,  Miss  Doris  Young,  by  NBC*s  Robin  Chandler.  Miss  Chandler  also 
interviewed  Mrs.  Eugene  Sparks,  who  made  the  arrangements  for  delegate:1 
accommodations  in  Chicago.  "Presidential  candidate"  James  Durante  also 
was  seen,  in  an  exclusive  film,  stating  his  claim  to  the  nomination. 

On  Tuesday,  the  first  morning  after  a  convention  session, 
"Today"  showed  extensive  kinescope  films  of  Gen.  Douglas  MacArthur»s 
keynote  address.  The  viewpoint  of  foreign  correspondents  at  the  con¬ 
vention  was  expressed  by  D.P.  Wagle,  of  Presstrust,  Bombay,  India;  and 
Aurelia  Pego,  of  Esfera,  Caracas,  Venuzuela,  and  the  syndicated  Sunday 
supplement  Hablamos.

The  Credentials  Committee  fight  was  highlighted  via  kine¬ 
scope  film  on  Wednesday's  program,  as  was  former  President  Herbert 
Hoover's  speech.  James  Fleming,  broadcasting  direct  from  the  Amphi¬ 
theatre  as  he  did  throughout  the  week,  reviewed  the  night’s  happenings 
in  politics;  and,  with  I.N.S,  columnist  Inez  Robb,  gave  viewers  an 
idea  of  what  the  delegates  were  doing  socially.  Dave  Garroway  narrated 
"An  Anthropological  Study  of  Convention  Totem  Worship,  or  Chicago  was 
Never  Like  This  When  Only  Garroway  Was  at  Large,”  a  film  which  humor¬ 
ously  spotlighted  some  of  the  political  symbols  and  activities  in 
Chicago.  Alex  Dreier,  from  a  barber’s  chair,  commented  on  the  conven¬ 
tion  and  politics  in  general.  "Did  you  ever,”  he  asked  the  barber,

him  --  he  may  get  through  it  ahead  of  you!" 

On  Thursday,  the  story  of  how  the  Eisenhower  forces  won  the 
delegates  disputes  occupied  a  great  part  of  the  program,  with  James 
Fleming  telling  the  story,  and  newsmen  John  O’ Donnell  (New  York  Daily 
News)  and  James  Reston  (New  York  Times)  commenting  in  an  interview  by 
NBC's  Clifton  Utley.

CHICAGO,  July  14  --  NBC  climaxed  its  15-day  coverage  of  the 
Republican  National  Convention  Friday  by  mustering  its  full  staff  of 
300  to  report  General  Eisenhower’s  acceptance  of  the  G.O.P.  Presiden¬ 
tial  nomination. 

.  . Fifteen  commentators,  three  mobile  units  and  15  TV  cameras 
brought  the  complete  picture  of  the  general’s  triumphant  parade  from 
downtown  Chicago  to  the  International  Amphitheatre,  where  millions  of 
televiewers  and  radio  listeners  saw  and  heard  him  address  the  cheering 
crowd . 

When  NBC  television  finally  signed  off  at  10:00  p.m.,  EDT, 
the  network  had  presented  75  hours  of  televised  convention  coverage, 

65  hours  sponsored  by  Philco  Corporation,  to  a  coast-to-coast  audience. 
NBC  radio  reported  the  five-day  G.O.P.  meeting  to  millions  of  listeners 
for  a  total  of  50  hours.  Radio  doubled  its  "live"  reports  with  50 
miles  of  tape-recordings  while  NBC-TV’s  live  coverage  was  expanded  by 
10,000  feet  of  16  millimeter  film.  NBC  had  been  reporting  Republican 
activities  at  Chicago  since  July  1,  a  week  before  the  convention  opened. 

William  R.  McAndrew,  director  of  NBC's  combined  TV  and  radio 
convention  staff,  said:  "Our  experience  in  Chicago  over  the  past  two 
weeks  has  proved  that  300  skilled  persons  can  weld  their  separate  tal¬ 
ents  together  to  provide  the  nation  the  most  complete  coverage  of  a 

national  political  convention  in  history . 

"For  75  hours  --  from  the  moment  TV  cameras  and  radio  micro¬ 
phones  were  denied  admittance  to  the  dispute  over  seating  of  certain

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delegates  until  Chairman  Joe  Martin's  gavel  signalled  the  final  adjourn¬ 
ment  --  NBC  reported  all  the  news.  Many  times,  for  example  with  our 
exclusive  coverage  of  Thursday  night's  Michigan  caucus,  we  were  ahead 

of  the  news . 

"Our  'walkie-lookie'  TV  cameras,  used  for  the  first  time, 
gave  f ellow-Americans  their  most  intimate  glimpses  of  activity  on  the 
convention  floor.  NBC's  regular  TV  cameras  inside  the  hall  and  out 

let  nothing  of  significance  escape. 

"The  true  spirit  of  NBC  here  at  the  halfway  mark  between  con¬ 
ventions  can  best  be  summarized  by  the  phrase  ’you  ain't  seen  nothing 
yet,'  We  are  planning  a  number  of  special  pre-convention  programs  for 
this  week.  We  are  preparing  for  even  more  extensive  sound  and  picture 
reporting  when  the  Democrats  convene  ten  days  from  now.  The  Democrats 

are  coming  and  NBC  is  ready." 

For  the  Republican  Convention,  Bill  Henry,  Ben  Grauer  and 

David  Brinkley  provided  televiewers  the  running  commentary  while  H.V. 
Kaltenborn,  George  Hicks  and  Robert  Murphy  gave  the  radio  commentary. 

A  team  of  NBC  commentators  including  John  Cameron  Swayze,  Morgan  Beatty, 
James  Fleming,  Merrill  Mueller,  Richard  Harkness,  Earl  Godwin,  Bill 
Chaplin,  Alex  Dreier,  Leif  Eld,  Bob  Letts,  John  Thompson,  Jim  Hurlbut, 
Frank  Bourgholtzer,  Ned  Brooks,  Clifton  Utley  and  Henry  Cassidy  carried 
the  ball  at  other  times.  Lawrence  Spivak  of  "Meet  the  Press"  fame,  ana 
Theodore  Granik,  founder  and  moderator  of  "American  Forum  of  the  Air, 
interviewed  top  political  figures.  Martha  Rountree  and  Robin  Chandler 
brought  televiewers  and  radio  listeners  the  distaff  point  of  view. 

Bob  Hope  kidded  the  delegates  and  the  day’s  events  in  a  nightly  five- 
minute  program  that  was  the  talk  of  the  convention  city.

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Over  and  above  precise  reports  from  the  convention  floor,  NBC 
broadcast  many  special  convention  programs  during  the  week.  "Dateline 
Chicago"  with  Don  McNeill,  "Convention  News  Conference,"  with  Rountree 
and  Spivak,  "Chicago  52  -  Republicans 11  alternated  with  "Today"  and 
"Camel  News  Caravan"  on  NBC-TV.  Regularly  scheduled  newscasts  like 
"News  of  the  World,"  "Three-Star  Extra,"  "Pure  Oil  News  Time"  and  "Home 
Edition  of  the  News"  summarized  and  featured  the  high  spots  of  the 

Republican  conclave  for  radio  listeners. 

NBC's  complete  coverage  of  the  convention  was  made  possible 
by  $1,500,000  worth  of  broadcasting  material  concentrated  in  specially- 
built  network  headquarters  in  the  International  Amphitheatre,  the  Con¬ 
rad  Hilton  Hotel  and  at  NBC  Chicago  in  the  Merchandise  Mart.  Political 
leaders  filed  through  the  three  air-conditioned  TV  studios  and  five 
radio  studios  constructed  for  the  conventions.  The  "walkie-lookie, 
the  super  mobile  unit  or  "TV  newsroom  on  wheels,"  and  the  "hot  film 
developer"  which  processes  100  feet  of  film  in  less  than  10  minutes, 
were  the  technical  innovations  of  NBC's  convention  coverage.  F.A. 
Wankel  was  in  charge  of  NBC-TV' s  installations.  Geroge  McElrath  was 

chief  radio  engineer. 

Assisting  McAndrew  were  Francis  McCall,  director  of  TV  News; 
Henry  Cassidy,  radio  news  director;  Joseph  Meyers,  manager  of  Radio 
News  Operations,  and  C.H.  Colledge,  NBC-TV  Production  director.  The 
Philco  Corporation  sponsored  NBC’s  convention  coverage  on  both  tele¬ 
vision  and  radio.

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HOW  NBC  COVERED  G.O.P.  FINAL  DAY 

CHICAGO,  July  14  --  Every  unit  of  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company's  round -the -city  television  facilities  was  thrown  into  play 
Friday  immediately  following  the  nomination  of  Gen.  Eisenhower  at  the 

Republican  National  Convention  here. 

As  soon  as  it  became  evident  that  Eisenhower  had  been  nomin¬ 
ated  William  R.  McAndrew,  director  of  the  NBC  network's  combined  radio 
and  television  coverage,  seated  in  the  vast  switching  center  at  the 
Amphitheatre,  yelled  to  his  entire  crew,  "Let  »er  rip»n.  H.  Colledge, 
production  director,  activated  all  of  NBC  televisions  mobile  units. 

One  was  stationed  in  the  Taft  headquarters  at  the  Conrad  Hilton,  a 
second  was  at  the  Eisenhower  headquarters  in  the  same  hotel,  a  third 
was  in  the  lobby  of  the  Blackstone  Hotel  where  Ike  is  living,  a  fourth 
was  in  the  street  between  the  Blackstone  and  the  Hilton,  a  fifth  out¬ 
side  the  International  Amphitheatre  and  a  sixth,  the  super-mobile 
"crash11  unit,  was  immediately  rushed  to  the  scene  at  the  Blackstone. 

Threading  its  way  through  the  maze  of  facilities  at  the  mo¬ 
bile  unit  points,  as  well  as  in  the  Amphitheatre  and  elsewhere  around 
Chicago,  NBC  television  wove  the  entire  news  story  into  an  outstanding 

piece  of  TV  news  coverage . 

The  first  major  news-break  following  the  nomination  occuired 
outside  the  Taft  headquarters  where  Ike  had  gone  immediately  after  he 
received  the  news.  The  NBC  mobile  unit  there  flashed  to  this  shot 
where  the  senator  and  the  general  shook  hands  and  made  short  statement 
So  great  was  the  crush  at  this  point  that  NBC  commentator  Leif  Eid  was 
seen  on  screen  with  his  hair  over  his  eyes,  his  tie  awry  and  his  coat

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creased  and  crumpled.  Clifton  Utley  was  also  seen  and  heard  from  this 

point . 

To  keep  the  running  story  alive,  NBC  then  switched  at  2:20  pjn. 
EDT  to  Ike's  headquarters  on  the  11th  floor  of  the  Hilton  and  two 
minutes  later  returned  to  the  Amphitheatre  where  pandemonium  raged. 

At  2:29  p.m.  it  was  back  to  the  Blackstone  lobby  where  anx¬ 
ious  groups  were  gathering  to  greet  the  arrival  of  Eisenhower  returning 
from  the  Hilton.  Two  minutes  later,  the  mobile  unit  in  the  street  pic¬ 
tured  the  huge  crowds  in  downtown  Chicago  and  by  2:35  the  super  mobile 
unit  had  arrived  on  the  scene  to  show  exclusive  shots  of  the  other  NBC 
mobile  unit,  the  crowds  and  the  crush  between  the  two  hotels.  Two  TV 
cameras  operated  from  the  self-powered  big  mobile  unit. 

At  2:41  the  network  switched  back  to  the  Blackstone,  and  at 
2:44  to  the  convention  floor  with  a  picture  taken  from  NBC's  booth 
swung  high  in  the  air  above  the  speaker's  platform.  Two  minutes  later 
the  super-mobile  unit  was  back  on  the  air  until  2:49,  when  NBC  switched 
to  the  Amphitheatre  floor  while  Bill  Henry  announced  that  Eisenhower 
would  not  appear  before  the  convention  until  that  night. 

Thereafter  NBC  switched  from  one  camera  to  another  in  the 
following  order: 

2:53  --  A  shot  of  the  sidewalk  outside  the  Hilton  where  a 
platform  is  being  built  for  the  demonstration; 

2:53:50  --  Convention  Hall. 

2:54  p.m.  --  To  an  exclusive  shot  of  the  NBC-TV  skylift  cam¬ 
era  outside  the  Amphitheatre  to  picture  delegates  filing  out  of  the 

2:54:50  --  Picture  of  the  Hilton  Hotel  from  another  unit.

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2:55  p.m.  --  Skylift  outside  the  Amphitheatre. 

2:56  --  The  floor  of  the  Convention  Hall. 

2:58  --  Outside  the  Amphitheatre  again.  One  minute  later, 
the  entire  story  had  been  told  and  was  signed  off  the  air;  with  the 
network  to  return  at  5:00  p.m.  to  bring  the  public  the  remaining  busi¬ 
ness  before  the  convention. 

Joseph  H.  McConnell,  NBC  president,  who  had  been  in  the 
switching  center  throughout  the  morning  and  watched  the  NBC  crews  at 
work,  then  asked  that  the  doors  be  closed.  He  gathered  together  all 
members  of  the  staff  who  had  participated  in  the  back-breaking  endeav¬ 
ors  of  the  past  week,  congratulated  them  and  said  that  they  had  ren¬ 
dered  a  fine  service  to  the  American  public. 

KALTENBORN  TO  ANALYZE  CONVENTION  NEWS 

H.V.  Kaltenborn,  noted  NBC  news  commentator,  will  present 
the  news  and  his  analysis  of  the  news  on  two  special  programs  over  NBC 
radio  Sunday,  July  20  and  27,  at  3:45-4:00  p.m.,  EDT.

There  are  enough  TV  and  radio  specialists  living  temporarily 
at  the  St.  Clair  Hotel  on  Chicago’s  near  North  side  to  staff  a  large 
radio  and  television  station.  More  than  100  NBC  commentators,  engi¬ 
neers,  cameramen,  technicians  and  executives  are  quartered  there  during 
the  conventions.  The  elevators  are  clogged  with  equipment  going  in  and 

out .

The  item  most  often  asked  for  at  NBC-TV  "makeup  bar"  in  net¬ 
work  headquarters  at  the  Amphitheatre  was  not  cold  cream,  face  powder 

or  eyebrow  pencil.  It  was  aspirin.

While  the  nominating  speeches  and  wild  demonstrations  in 
favor  of  the  G.O.P.  Presidential  candidates  were  overheating  the  Amphi¬ 
theatre,  NBC  commentator  Clifton  Utley  was  calmly  preparing  to  go  on- 
camera  at  the  Michigan  caucus  by  shaving  himself  with  his  electric 

razor  in  the  reception  room  of  the  network's  headquarters.

NBC  assembled  so  much  equipment  in  Chicago  to  cover  the  pol¬ 
itical  conventions  that  a  sign  posted  on  the  80-line  private  switch¬ 
board  in  the  network’s  Amphitheatre  headquarters  reads:  "Do  not  talk 

to  operators  on  duty.  Use  phone."

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The  nerve  center  of  NBC's  television  coverage  of  the  conven¬ 
tions  is  the  darkened  switching  center  whose  walls  are  lined  with  bat¬ 
teries  of  TV  monitors.  On  the  backs  of  chairs  occupied  round-the- 
clock  by  William  R.  McAndrew,  director  of  NBC's  convention  staff,  and 
Charles  Colledge,  chief  of  TV  Production,  and  their  assistants  are 
signs  which  say:  Assistant  Producer,  Producer,  Super  Producer.  There 
is  one  chair  with  cardboard  angel's  wings  bearing  the  sign  'Chief  Super 

Producer."  Network  President  Joseph  H.  McConnell  sits  there.

One  part  of  NBC's  convention  staff  doesn't  know  how  the  other 
half  lives.  When  the  production  crews  responsible  for  the  running 
story  of  the  convention,  the  Philco-sponsored  specials  like  "Convention 
Call,"  "Dateline  Chicago"  and  "Convention  News  Conference,"  and  the 
team  that  produces  the  "Camel  News  Caravan"  finally  tumble  into  bed  in 
the  wee  hours  of  the  morning,  other  NBC  staffers  on  "Today"  are  just 
coming  to  work.

NBC  TO  LEASE  MOVIE  SHOTS  FROM  ITS  FILM  LIBRARY 
OF  15,000,000  FEET  OF  INDEXED  FOOTAGE 
TO  AGENCIES  AND  PRODUCERS 

NBC  is  ready  to  start  leasing  film  footage  to  advertising 
agencies,  package  producers  and  commercial  film  producers  from  its 
Film  Library  --  which  contains  15,000,000  feet  of  minutely  cross-in¬ 
dexed  footage,  is  estimated  to  be  worth  $1,000,000,  and  is  reputedly 
the  largest  film  library  in  television. 

This  week  NBC  made  available  to  advertisers,  film  producers, 
TV  stations  and  other  networks  the  NBC -TV  Film  Library  Index  Handbook, 
which  indicates  that  "from  Academy  to  Zululand,  it’s  in  the  NBC  Film 
Library,” 

The  Film  Library  dates  back  to  1936,  and  still  contains 
movies  shot  for  and  used  in  NBC's  pioneering  experiments  in  television. 
The  index  contains  2,200  main  subjects,  each  of  which  is  catalogued 
under  various  subheadings. 

The  current  total  of  15,000,000  feet  of  film  is  being 
added  to  at  the  rate  of  about  50,000  feet  a  week,  or  some  2,500,000 
feet  each  year.  The  film  comes  mainly  from  NBC's  news  cameramen 
stationed  all  over  the  world. 

Should  a  producer  need  films  of  a  forest  fire,  a  horse¬ 
racing  crowd,  a  close-up  of  a  man's  hands  setting  a  dynamite  fuse,  or 
a  shot  of  a  parking  lot  on  a  sunny  day  in  an  unidentifiable  city  -- 
they're  all  available,  at  a  moment's  notice,  in  the  NBC  film  library,

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WALLS  FOR  NBC  *  S  WEST  COAST  TV  CENTER 
TO  BE  PUT  IN  PLACE  THIS  WEEK 

The  walls  for  NBC’s  new  Burbank,  Calif.,  Television  Center 
will  be  erected  this  week  as  construction  crews  rush  to  finish  the 
studios  in  time  for  next  Fall’s  big  shows,  Western  Division  Vice  Pres- 

ident  John  K.  West  announced  today. 

During  the  past  month  the  walls,  consisting  of  51  eight -to- 
12-ton  columns  and  nearly  100  reinforced  concrete  panels  each  weighing 
15  tons,  have  been  constructed  on  the  ground  at  the  site.  The  Austin 
Company,  engineers  and  builders  for  the  NBC  development,  employ  a  spe¬ 
cially  designed  hoisting  rig  to  lift  the  huge  panels  and  columns  into 

place . 

The  first  unit  of  the  48-acre  project  now  being  built  will 
include  a  l40-by-l80  foot  service  building  and  two  theater-type  stu¬ 
dios,  each  seating  500  persons,  a  capacity  which  NBC  engineers  con¬ 
sider  the  optimum  for  a  TV  studio  audience.  The  studio  buildings, 
which  will  be  connected,  will  each  measure  90  by  140  feet  and  be  50 
feet  high. 

O.B.  Hanson,  NBC  vice  president  and  chief  engineer,  arrived 
in  Hollywood  last  week  to  inspect  progress  of  the  project. 

Oct.l  is  the  target  date  for  completion  of  the  unit  now  undei 
construction.  No  date  has  been  set  for  completion  of  the  entire 
project . 

Each  of  the  two  studios  will  be  equipped  with  five  of  the 
latest  RCA  TK-11A  studio  cameras,  more  than  24  TV  monitors  including 
15  in  the  control  booth  and  at  least  12  in  strategic  places  on  stage 
for  floor  managers  and  other  members  of  the  crew,  overhead  battens  for 
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holding  lighting  equipment,  scenery  and  drapes,  complete  sound  proof¬ 
ing,  air  condition  and  fire-preventive  sprinkler  systems. 

Stages  will  be  80  feet  deep  by  90  feet  across.  Small  micro- 
powered  cue  transmitters  will  be  set  up  near  the  center  of  the  working 
area  for  directors  to  cue  technicians  who  will  carry  pocket-size  re¬ 
ceivers  on  their  belts. 

A  large  RCA  screen  projection  system  will  be  installed  for 
the  audience  in  each  studio. 

The  control  booth  for  each  studio  will  have  the  latest  RCA- 
NBC  designed  switching  equipment  for  camera-to-camera  and  program-to 
program  changeovers.  This  will  provide  for  efficient  fusion  of  out- 
going  programs  with  incoming  shows  from  New  York,  Chicago  and  other 
points  on  the  mocrowave  relay. 

A  wide  service  corridor  or  promenade,  25  by  180  feet  long, 
will  be  provided  along  the  rear  of  the  studio  buildings  behind  the  two 
stages.  Beneath  the  promenade  will  be  a  service  basement  for  equip¬ 
ment,  which  will  serve  the  entire  project  even  after  later  units  are 
built. 

Each  of  the  spacious  studio  buildings  will  contain  the 
following  facilities  on  the  main  floor:  a  foyer,  conference  room,  prop 
room,  producers  offices,  echo  chamber,  lens  storage  closet,  lighting 

and  technical  equipment  storage  rooms  and  sound  effects  room.  Seats  in 

. 

the  studios  will  rise  from  approximately  stage  level  up  nearly  to  the 
ceiling  at  the  rear. 

In  addition,  these  facilities  on  the  main  floor  between  the 

' 

two  connected  structures  will  serve  both  studios:  five  dressing  rooms 
for  stars  (three  equipped  with  showers),  two  makeup  rooms,  a  quick- 
change  room,  one  large  wardrobe  room,  steam  room,  rub-down  room  with 
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showers  and  rest  rooms  at  each  end  of  the  main  corridor,  A  second 
floor  between  studios  will  contain  seven  dressing  rooms,  the  control 
rooms,  equipment  rooms,  engineers*  lounge  and  rest  rooms. 

A  basement  beneath  the  center  of  the  adjoining  buildings 
will  contain  ten  dressing  rooms,  four  dressing  rooms  for  choruses  that 
can  be  used  as  rehearsal  halls,  a  makeup  storage  room,  telephone  equip¬ 
ment  area  and  rest  rooms.  The  one-story  service  building  will  contain 
two  large  rehearsal  halls,  a  carpentry  shop,  paint  shop  and  large 
storage  areas  for  scenery  and  other  materials.

The  first  concert  will  feature  the  U,S,  Air  Force  band  with 
Col.  George  S.  Howard  as  conductor,  the  Singing  Sergeants  and  a  pre¬ 
miere  performance  of  a  composition  by  Capt.  Leroy  Anderson.  Captain 
Anderson,  now  on  active  duty  with  the  Army,  will  conduct  the  band  in 
his  new  work,  "Horse  and  Buggy"  and,  as  an  encore,  will  remain  on  the 

podium  for  his  "Blue  Tango." 

Other  numbers  will  be  "Phedre,"  a  service  medley  and  a  vocal 
solo,  "Falling  in  Love  with  Love,"  featuring  Airman  Third  Class  Martha 
Chave,  only  woman  in  the  services  assigned  as  singer  to  a  major  ser¬ 
vice  band, 
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NBC  TV  AND  RADIO  TO  OFFER  IMPROVED  COVERAGE 
OF  DEMOCRATIC  CONVENTION;  NEW  TECHNICS 
AND  EQUIPMENT  WILL  BE  UTILIZED 

Chicago,  July  21  --  The  National  Broadcasting  Company’s 
radio  and  television  networks  will  provide  better  coverage  of  the 
Democratic  National  Convention  here  this  week  than  it  did  the  Repub¬ 
lican  conclave,  it  was  revealed  Friday  in  a  press  conference  by  William 
R.  McAndrew,  director  of  the  network’s  combined  radio  and  television 
convention  coverage. 

A  number  of  technical  improvements  --  including  a  platform 
built  under  NBC  specifications  on  the  convention  floor  for  head-on  TV 
shots  of  the  speakers  --  and  the  added  "know-how"  of  the  past  two 
weeks’  activities,  will  be  used  to  bring  the  American  public 
broader  view  of  convention  proceedings  than  before, 

NBC  television  has  already  outdistanced  itself  in  the  matter 
of  pre-convention  coverage.  As  of  Friday,  the  network  had  provided 
131  hours  of  pre-Democratic  convention  activities,  as  against  10  hours 
of  such  programming  prior  to  the  G.O.P.  conclave.  The  total  hours 
televised  before  and  during  the  Republican  sessions  was  75,  McAndrew 
said. 

Among  the  many  innovations  NBC -TV  will  use  for  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  National  Convention  are:

McAndrew  revealed  that  NBC  is  working  with  the  Democratic  National 
Committee  to  have  the  nominee  of  the  party  ride  on  a  route  to  the 
Amphitheatre  which  can  be  covered  by  this  mobile  unit. 

3.  The  "hero  of  the  Michigan  Caucus,"  NBC  commentator 
Clifton  Utley,  who  won  plaudits  for  his  coverage  of  the  Republican 
convention,  will  be  used  more  often  and  in  more  spots  for  the  coming 
Democratic  convention.  Utley  Friday  covered  the  exclusive  NBC  tele¬ 
cast  from  the  North  ballroom  of  the  Hotel  Conrad  Hilton  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  Credentials  Committee. 

A .  a  heavier  use  of  television  motion  picture  film,  which 
can  be  almost  immediately  processed  in  NBC‘s  newly-developed  super¬ 
speed  developing  unit.  NBC-TV  has  7  newsreel  camera-men  here  to  cover 
the  Democratic  convention,  more  than  any  other  TV  or  theatre  newsreel 
unit  assigned  to  the  conclave.  The  film  unit  will  concentrate  on  both 
news  and  feature  spots.  McAndrew  said  that  one  of  the  early  features 
to  be  filmed  will  be  a  spot  on  the  Democratic  Puerto  Rican  Delegation 
to  see  how  it  measures  up  with  the  G.O.P.  delegation  from  the  island, 

3.  Bob  Hope,  NBC  comedy  star,  will  return  to  the  air  for  the 
coming  sessions,  and  probably  will  be  used  before  the  evening  sessions 
instead  of  following  the  meetings.

6.  As  a  result  of  experience  learned  from  the  G.O.P.  Con- 
clave,  NBC -TV  Intends  to  let  the  picture  explain  the  story;  the  sound 
portion  of  the  proceedings  will  be  cut  down  to  a  minimum.  In  addition, 
McAndrew  explained  that  more  NBC  commentators  will  be  used  behind  the 
picture  to  familiarize  viewers  with  convention  proceedings. 

7.  During  the  less  interesting  moments  of  the  sessions  from 
the  Amphitheatre  floor,  NBC-TV  will  cut  away  to  its  studio  for  inter¬ 
views  with  leading  delegates  and  candidates  at  the  convention. 

McAndrew  explained  that  TV  coverage  of  the  coming  conclave 
will  be  improved  also  by  the  fact  of  the  floor  platform  which  will  per 
mit  two  TV  pool  cameras  to  provide  head-on  pictures  of  the  speakers, 
by  lowering  of  the  microphones  on  the  speakers  stand  and  elimination 
of  one  of  the  four;  by  the  elimination  of  persons  walking  behind  the 
speakers  on  the  platform  and  by  the  staging  of  the  entertainment  at 
the  convention  hall  on  the  speakers  platform  rather  than  on  the  other 
side  of  the  hall.  McAndrew  explained  that  more  of  these  changes  were 
carried  out  during  the  past  week  while  C.H.  Colledge,  NBC  production 
director,  was  in  charge  of  TV  pool  arangements  for  the  Democratic 

conclave . 

McAndrew  said  also  that  there  will  be  more  mobile  cameras 
inside  the  hall  to  permit  NBC-TV  to  take  viewers  quickly  into  any 
caucus  rooms.

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BOTH  NBC  NETWORKS  DEPLOY  FOR  TOP  COVERAGE 

Chicago,  July  21  —  Exciting  first  pictures  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Amphitheatre  and  environs  transmitted  from  NBC’s  super-mobile 
unit  as  it  rolled  along  Halsted  Street  were  seen  coast-to-coast  during 
the  weekend  as  NBC’s  Integrated  Radio-TV  news  staff  swung  into  high 
gear  for  full  coverage  of  the  Democratic  National  Convention  in  Chicago 
this  week.  Philco  Corporation  is  sponsoring  NBC’s  convention  reports 
on  radio  and  television. 

The  super-mobile  unit  had  two  electronic  cameras  and  a  rota¬ 
ting  antenna  perched  on  its  roof  as  it  beamed  its  telecast  in  motion 
to  the  roof  of  the  Amphitheatre  where  it  went  onto  the  NBC -TV  network. 
The  big  blue  and  gray  truck  had  its  own  generator  to  supply  the  elec¬ 
tricity  necessary  to  transmit  the  telecast  of  the  Amphitheatre  and  the 
surrounding  areas  as  the  mobile  unit  rolled  along  the  street  at 
20  miles  an  hour.  The  newest  addition  to  the  network’s  fleet  of 
mobile  equipment  will  be  used  frequently  during  the  coming  week  as  an 

integral  part  of  NBC’s  convention  reporting. 

NBC  newsmen  and  engineers  have  already  manned  their  stations 

at  the  network’s  two  broadcasting  headquarters  in  Chicago  --  one  at 
the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel  where  most  of  the  candidates  have  established 
their  offices,  the  other  at  the  International  Amphitheatre  where  the 
convention  will  meet.  Other  broadcasting  by liners  on  NBC's  25-man 
commentator  staff  are  on  the  speaker’s  platform,  the  convention  floor, 
in  spotters’  booths  high  in  the  hall,  outside  the  hall  in  different 
parts  of  Chicago  where  NBC  has  installed  radio  and  TV  outlets  to  cover 
the  news  wherever.it  happens.  $2,000,000  worth  of  equipment,  including 
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the  super  mobile  unit  that  telecasts  while  driving  along,  the  exclu¬ 
sive  "walkie-lookie"  that  gets  pictures  in  places  fixed  TV  cameras  can¬ 
not  go,  the  skylift  that  hoists  a  TV  camera  and  its  crew  15  feet  into 
the  air  above  the  heads  of  crowds  and  the  hot  film  developer  that  takes 
less  than  10  minutes  to  prepare  l6mm  film  for  projection  on  the  air, 
which  enable  NBC  to  bring  the  nation  the  whole  sound-picture  story  of 
the  Democratic  convention,  will  be  used. 

NBC  will  cover  completely  the  morning  sessions  opening  at 
10:00  a.m.,EDT  and  the  evening  sessions  starting  at  9:30  p.m.,  EDT, 
except  on  Monday  when  Frank  McKinney,  chairman  of  the  Democratic 
National  Committee,  brings  the  convention  to  order  at  12:30  p.m.,  EDT, 
Ken  Fry,  Leonard  Reinsch  and  James  Sauter,  radio-television  officials 
of  the  Democratic  National  Committee,  have  made  every  facility  avail¬ 
able  to  NBC . 

Prior  to  the  chairman’s  gavel  raps  each  morning,  NBC  will 

telecast  a  preview  program  entitled  "Dateline  Chicago"  from  10:00  to

11:00  a.m.,  EDT,  the  round- the -town  show  will  introduce  prominent 
personalities  and  important  events  scheduled  for  the  day.  Walt  Kelly, 
creator  of  "Pogo,"  and  his  crew  of  swampland  characters,  will  be  a 
daily  feature  on  "Dateline  Chicago"  as  will  Don  McNeill,  whose  inter¬ 
views  at  intriguing  places  around  the  city  were  so  popular  during  the 
Republican  convention  telecasts.  Elmo  Roper,  distinguished  public 
opinion  analyst,  will  survey  the  very  latest  trends  in  delegate  think¬ 
ing  each  morning  on  the  program  to  index  what  may  develop  later  each 
day  during  the  actual  convention  sessions.

Arthur  Wakelee  and  Arthur  Barriault  will  supervise  the 
downtown  staff  composed  of  A3.ex  Drier  at  Harriman  and  Kefauver  head¬ 
quarters,  John  Thompson  at  Russell  and  Kerr  offices,  Leif  Eid  at  vice 
president  Barkley's  suite,  and  Cy  Fox  reporting  platform  committee 
deliberations,  A  mobile  radio  transmitter  stands  ready  beside  an  NBC- 
TV  mobile  unit  outside  the  Hilton  Hotel. 

At  the  Amphitheatre,  NBC  radio  has  George  Hicks,  H.V, 
Kaltenborn  and  Robert  Murphy  in  the  booth  for  running  commentary,  W.W.

Beatty  on  the  speaker's  platform. 

Bill  Henry  will  give  his  terse  comments  for  televiewers  who

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NEW  PLATFORM  TO  OFFER  FRONT  VIEW  OF  SPEAKER 


The  nations  televiewers  will  have  head-on  closeup  pictures 
of  all  speakers  at  the  Democratic  National  Convention  opening  because 
NBC  television  is  on  the  job. 

C.H.  (Joe)  Colledge,  NBC-TV  production  chief  at  Chicago,  per¬ 
suaded  Democratic  officials  to  install  a  platform  on  stilts  in  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  International  Amphitheatre  where  two  TV  cameras  can  catch 
the  full  face  of  all  persons  who  appear  in  the  speaker’s  platform. 
Colledge  and  NBC’s  George  McElrath,  the  engineer  who  installed  and  con¬ 
trols  all  sound  systems  at  the  Amphitheatre,  also  lowered  the  speaker’s 
microphones  to  provide  televiewers  a  clear  picture  of  the  man  on  the 

rostrum. 

Acting  on  behalf  of  the  television  industry  pool,  Colledge 
arranged  installation  of  the  camera  platform  that  stands  10  feet  in  the 
air  astride  the  Amphitheatre's  middle  aisle  80  feet  back  from  the  ros¬ 
trum.  The  five  foot  by  15  foot  eyrie  is  at  the  beginning  of  the  al¬ 
ternate  delegates’  section  of  the  floor.  It  holds  two  TV  cameras,  a 
TV  film  camera  and  one  still  camera.  Once  sessions  get  underway  the 
cameramen  must  stay  on  their  perch  until  the  chairman  orders  a  recess 

or  adjournment. 

Colledge  worked  round-the-clock  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
NBC-TV  headquarters  on  the  second  floor  of  the  North  wing  of  the  In¬ 
ternational  Amphitheatre  during  the  week  between  Republican  and  Demo¬ 
cratic  conventions.  He  enlarged  the  complicated  TV  switching  center 
where  he  and  his  10-man  control  team  scan  seven  monitors  to  send  the 
best  possible  picture  of  convention  proceedings  over  the  NBC-TV  network

On  Monday  morning,  when  the  Democrats  came  to  order,  Colledge 
took  his  seat  in  NBC-TV’ s  switching  center.  For  as  long  as  the  conven¬ 
tion  continues,  he  will  stay  there,  answering  17  phones,  supervising 
NBC -TV  camera  crews  in  the  Amphitheatre  and  scattered  throughout 
Chicago  at  candidates’  headquarters  and  other  key  points,  feeding  the 
most  complete  television  coverage  of  any  single  public  event  in  history 
to  viewers  everywhere.

NBC  COVERS  FIRST  DAY  OF  DEM,  CONVENTION 
FAR  INTO  NIGHT;  MANY  INTERVIEWS 
WITH  LEADERS  SEEN  AND  HEARD 


Chicago,  July  22  —  The  National  Broadcasting  Company1 s  radic 
and  television  networks  today  moved  into  the  second  day  of  coverage  of 
the  31st  Democratic  National  Convention  after  Hi  hours  of  reporcing 

the  Monday  sessions, 

NBC's  microphones  and  cameras  were  turned  off  at  3:15  a.m., 
EDT,  after  covering  the  addresses  and  the  loyalty  pledge  battle  during 
the  day  and  night.  During  the  recess  of  one  hour  and  43  minutes  while 
party  leaders  were  deciding  whether  to  bring  the  question  to  the  floor. 
NBC's  team  of  reporters  roamed  the  convention  floor  and  caucus  rooms 

to  round  up  opinions  of  state  delegations* 

Merrill  "Red”  Mueller,  with  his  "roving  radio  microphone, 

moved  about  on  the  floor  to  interview  spokesmen  of  the  two  points  of 
view  and  scored  a  notable  beat  in  the  first  exclusive  NBC-TV  spot  from 
the  floor.  Clifton  Utley  pushed  camera  and  microphone  into  the 
Louisiana  Caucus;  Ben  Grauer  reached  Senator  Lister  Hill  of  Alabama  on 
the  floor.  Bill  Henry  kept  up  his  running  commentary  and  Richard 
Harkness  brought  in  Senators  Hubert  Humphrey  of  Minnesota  and  Paul 
Douglas  of  Illinois  for  exclusive  interviews.

Starting  at  7:00  a.m,  (EDT),  on  NBC -TV's  "Today"  with  the 
first  report  of  the  content  of  Gov,  Adlai  Stevenson's  welcoming  which 
he  delivered  later,  the  network  interlaced  the  major  stories  of  the 
day  into  the  body  of  the  convention  sessions. 

Complete  coverage  was  afforded  what  commentator  Clifton 
Utley  tonight  termed  the  "Illinois  Compromise"  between  the  Southern  and 
Northern  factions  of  the  Democratic  Party,  In  addition,  NBC-TV  intro¬ 
duced  a  number  of  exclusive  filmed  shots  made  on  the  floor  and  at  the 
"Illinois  Compromise"  sessions  which  were  almost  immediately  processed 
by  the  newly-developed  super-speed  film  developer  and  put  on  the  air. 
The  convention  coverage  for  both  radio  and  TV  is  sponsored  by  the 
Philco  Corporation. 

As  earlier  outlined  by  William  R.  McAndrew,  director  of  NBC's 
combined  radio  and  television  convention  coverage,  many  more  commenta¬ 
tors  were  heard  behind  the  pictures  from  the  convention  floors,  al¬ 
though  the  talk  was  kept  to  a  minimum,  with  the  picture  telling  its 
own  story. 

Exclusive  interviews  were  the  order  of  the  day  by  NBC  radio 
and  television  commentators.  Alternate  delegate  Tom  Gavin,  who  will 
cast  President  Truman's  ballot,  was  first  seen  today  on  "Dateline 
Chicago"  from  10:00-11:00  a.m.  and  was  later  interviewed  by  Alex  Dreier 
at  the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel  on  NBC  radio.  Said  Gavin,  "I  know  the  Pres¬ 
ident's  choice  and  I'll  stick  by  him  on  the  first  ballot  and  all  the 
way  through." 

Later,  in  another  radio  exclusive,  former  O.P.S,  Chief 
Michael  DiSalle  predicted  that  Gov.  Stevenson  would  be  nominated  on  an 
early  ballot.

The  first  convention  day  opened  shortly  before  1:00  p.m.,

Bill  Henry  in  the  TV  pool  booth  and 
Ben  Grauer  providing  the  commentary  behind  the  West  coast  pool  feed, 
the  networks  swung  into  action.  From  time  to  time,  NBC -TV  cut  away  to 
present  spot  news  summaries  by  Richard  Harkness  and  John  Cameron  Swayze 
from  the  network’s  studios  in  the  Amphitheatre. 

NBC  switched  to  the  convention  floor  to  broadcast  and  tele¬ 
vise  the  invocation  by  Samuel  Cardinal  Stritch  and  speeches  by  Mayor 
Kennelly,  Gov,  Stevenson,  and  Senator  Paul  Douglas  of  Illinois  and 
others*  Meantime,  David  Brinkley  had  a  sound  film  interview  with 
Georgia  Governor  Herman  Talmadge.

Due  to  the  press  of  straight  convention  business  coverage,  the 
program  was  cancelled  many  times.  Only  once  did  she  go  on. 

Now  she  has  worked  out  a  formula  for  handling  these  inter¬ 
views  during  the  current  Democratic  session.  She  is  having  her  talks 
with  celebrities  filmed  so  that  if  her  own  show  is  cancelled,  the  In¬ 
terviews  are  used  on  a  later  date  on  other  NBC  television  programs. 

The  blonde  "Chicago-to-New  York  Commuter"  likes  to  do 
straight  reporting  in  television  and  radio. 

"This  is  my  forte,"  she  said.  "I  got  lost  on  panels  and 
variety  shows.

Robin* s  first  career  interest,  even  while  at  Notre  Dame  Con¬ 
vent  and  Miss  Miller* s  School  for  Girls  in  her  native  Baltimore,  was 
in  the  fashion  business.  Her  first  job  when  she  came  to  New  York  was 
with  a  cosmetic  firm.  Then  she  branched  off  in  her,  at  that  time, 
chosen  field  as  assistant  to  the  director  of  the  World  of  Fashion  at 
the  New  York  World  Fair. 

She  received  offers  for  modeling  jobs  but  "I  was  always  better 
behind  a  desk,"  she  explains.  She  found  a  satisfactory  desk  to  sit  be 
hind  for  six  years,  as  assistant  director  of  the  John  Robert  Powers 
Model  Agency.  A  slim,  natural  blonde,  she  was  once  characterized  by 
Powers,  who  has  glorified  more  girls  than  Ziegfeld,  as  one  of  the 
loveliest  of  his  long-stemmed  American  beauties. 

In  this  position,  she  helped  Powers  pick  models  for  his 
school,  hired  and  advised  models,  and  traveled  through  the  country, 
opening  and  teaching  at  several  new  branch  schools. 

During  World  War  II,  she  directed  the  showing  of  Army  die¬ 
ticians*  uniforms  by  Powers  girls  to  aid  in  the  recruiting  drive,  and 
produced  fashion  shows  to  sell  war  bonds.

They  lived 
for  several  years  on  the  ranch  of  Hollywood  designer  Adrian  and  his 
wife,  Janet  Gaynor,  two  of  their  closest  friends.  In  1951,  the  Lynns 
moved  back  to  Hew  York  with  two  additions  to  the  family:  Jeffrey  Jr., 
age  4,  and  Letitia  (called  Tlsh),  3.  Jeffrey  Lynn,  Sr.,  returned  to 
the  stage  and  Robin  Chandler  to  television.  Lynn  at  present  is  tour¬ 
ing  in  stock  and  will  return  to  their  home  in  Bronxville,  Westchester 

County,  N.Y.,  in  September.

SOME  FILM  FOR  ’VICTORY  AT  SEA»  WAS  HARD  TO  GET 

Although  much  of  the  6l,8l5  feet  of  film  being  used  for 
NBC -TV1 s  VICTORY  AT  SEA,  the  26-half  hour  f ilm-and-music  dramatic  TV 
series  on  Naval  Operations  during  World  War  II,  was  readily  available 
from  a  world-wide  source  of  about  50,000,000  feet  from  10  different 

countries,  not  all  of  it  was  easy  to  come  by. 

"Certain  of  the  footage,  which  was  absolutely  essential  to 

achieve  our  objective,"  said  Henry  Salomon,  producer  of  "Victory  At 
Sea,"  which  will  start  early  this  Fall,  "was  the  most  difficult  to 
locate,  while  other  footage,  which  we  could  obtain  by  the  ton,  the 
most  unessential. 

"For  instance,  in  our  desire  to  portray  the  story  of  all 
naval  operations  in  World  War  II,  we  needed  717  feet  of  ^5-millimeter 
fine  grain  film  from  the  Indian  Navy.  The  first  step  in  procuring 
this  footage  was  for  the  Indian  Government  to  send  l6-mm  prints  by  an 

from  New  Delhi  to  its  embassy  in  Washington. 

"The  Indian  Embassy  then  forwarded  the  film  to  us  in  New 
York  for  screening.  From  the  several  thousand  feet  sent  us,  we  tabbe( 
the  essential  717  feet.  The  l6-mm  film  was  then  returned  to  Washing¬ 
ton  and  sent  by  diplomatic  pouch  to  Bombay,  where  a  representative  of 
RCA,  coordinating  the  activities  of  NBC  with  the  Indian  Government, 
finally  located  the  35-mm  negative  --  part  of  which  was  at  Simla,  in 
the  Himalayas,  and  the  rest  in  Bombay."

NBC  PLANS  TO  COVER  TRIUMPHAL  MARCH 
OF  DEM.  NOMINEE  BY  USING  ITS  NEW 
'TELEVISION  STUDIO  ON  WHEELS' 

CHICAGO,  July  23  —  For  the  first  time  in  political  history, 
millions  of  Americans  will  be  able  to  watch  the  motorcade  bearing  a 
Presidential  nominee  from  his  hotel  headquarters  to  the  convention 
hall  for  his  acceptance  speech,  if  the  Democratic  National  Committee 
follows  a  suggestion  made  by  the  National  Broadcasting  Company, 

NBC  television  now  has  in  operation  here  a  super-mobile 
unit  --  dubbed  a  "television  studio  on  wheels"  --  which  is  the  only  TV 
unit  in  existence  which  can  transmit  pictures  while  in  motion. 

In  a  letter  made  public  today  from  William  R.  McAndrew, 
director  of  NBC's  convention  coverage,  to  Kenneth  Fry,  director  of  ra¬ 
dio  and  television  for  the  Democratic  national  committee,  a  proposed 
route  of  travel  was  outlined  by  the  network  from  mid-town  Chicago 
where  the  candidates'  headquarters  are  situated  --  to  the  Inter¬ 
national  Amphitheatre  where  the  convention  sessions  are  being  held. 

The  path  of  travel  was  suggested  by  NBC-TV  engineers  as  the  best  route 

to  cover  the  event  for  the  television  audience. 

The  NBC-TV  super-mobile  unit  is  completely  equipped  with  its 
own  electric  power  supply,  and  already  this  week  has  brought  the  public 
clear  pictures  of  the  convention  scene  while  in  motion.  Atop  the  van 
are  mounted  two  television  cameras  and  directional  antenna,  or  "horn," 
which  beams  the  picture  to  a  receiving  antenna.

The  route  outlined  by  McAndrew  to  the  Democratic  committee 
would  take  the  nominee  from  the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel  area  due  East  to 
the  Columbus  Drive  parallel  to  Lake  Michigan  and  the  outer  drive.  The 
plan  is  for  the  NBC-TV  super-mobile  unit  to  precede  the  nominee  along 
the  route,  beaming  a  picture  of  his  ride  from  the  unit  to  one  of 
several  receiving  points  set  up  earlier  by  NBC-TV  engineers.  The 
route  proposed  by  the  network  would  swing  West  from  the  Columbus  street 

drive  at  39th  street  to  the  International  Amphitheatre. 

The  air  mileage  from  the  Hilton  Hotel  to  the  International 

Amphitheatre  is  5  miles,  but  the  route  outlined  for  the  motorcade  is 
longer. 

To  receive  pictures  beamed  from  the  mobile  unit,  NBC  tele¬ 
vision  has  installed  receiving  antennae  at  four  points  in  Chicago: 
atop  the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel,  the  Civic  Opera  Building,  the  Merchan¬ 
dise  Mart  (where  NBC  studios  are  situated),  and  the  International 
Amphitheatre.  The  engineer  operating  the  directional  antenna  atop 
the  mobile  unit  as  it  travels  can  thus  swing  his  antenna  to  a  "line- 
of- sight"  position  with  any  of  these  four  points  to  assure  a  con¬ 
tinuity  of  picture.

Chicago,  July  24  --  NBC  radio  and  television  completed  its 
third  full  day  of  Democratic  convention  coverage  at  2:15  a.m.,  EDT, 
this  morning  after  bringing  a  coast-to-coast  audience  uhe  dramatic 

story  of  the  South’s  pleas  for  party  unity. 

NBC-TV  cameras  caught  the  tears  in  Vice  President  Barkley’s 

eyes  as  he  ended  the  most  moving  speech  of  the  convention  just  a  few 
hours  after  NBC’s  White  House  correspondent,  Frank  Bourgholtzer,  re¬ 
ported  exclusively  from  Washington  that  President  Truman  hopes  to  reach 
Chicago  Friday  and  announce  a  settlement  of  the  steel  strike. 

Earlier  Arthur  Barriault,  NBC  newsman  on  the  Amphitheatre 
floor,  provided  NBC  audiences  with  an  exclusive  interview  with  Senator 
Estes  Kefauver  when  the  Presidential  aspirant  from  Tennessee  defied 
convention  protocol  and  appeared  on  the  convention  floor  to  receive  a 
half-hour  ovation. 

From  early  in  the  morning  NBC’s  300-man  staff  was  on  the  spot 
with  complete  coverage  of  the  day’s  political  events  in  Chicago.  Tele¬ 
viewers  and  radio  listeners  were  whisked  irom  the  Amphitheatre  floor  to 
NBC  headquarters  in  the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel  to  hallway  interviews  with 
party  big-wigs  and  back  again  to  the  convention  floor  as  excitement 
mounted  throughout  the  day.

As  the  convention  recessed  at  4:23  P*m.,  EDT,  until  the 
evening  session,  Richard  Harkness  scored  an  important  news  heat  for 

NBC  television. 

In  an  exclusive  interview  with  him.  Gov.  James  F.  Byrnes  of 
South  Carolina  told  the  NBC  audience  that  his  delegation  hadn’t  changed 
its  position  '’one  iota.”  Gov.  Byrnes  added,  "We  will  not  change  it. 

Meanwhile,  on  NBC  radio,  Maury  Maverick  of  the  "loyalist” 
Texas  group  asserted  to  Clifton  Utley  that  he  had  been  the  victim  of  a 

doublecross  in  his  failure  to  be  seated. 

Earlier  in  the  morning  session,  Harkness,  roaming  the  conven¬ 
tion  floor  with  a  waklie-talkie  radio,  and  spotted  by  an  exclusive  NBC 
camera,  sought  out  Senator  Tom  Hennings  of  Missouri  for  a  statement 

about  President  Truman’s  choice  for  the  nomination. 

Senator  Hennings  told  Harkness  that  in  a  telephone  conversa¬ 
tion  Tuesday  afternoon  the  President  had  indicated  he  might  have  some 
word  about  his  choice  after  the  platform  had  been  adopted  by  the 

convention. 

Elsewhere  on  the  floor,  Utley  was  following  the  battle  over 

the  loyalty  oath.  He  asked  Governor  Herman  Talmadge  of  Georgia  if 

Georgia  had  signed  the  loyalty  oath, 

"No,  sir,”  said  the  Governor,  "and  we  shall  not  sign  it.  We 

are  not  here  to  walk  out;  we  are  here  to  fight," 

NBC  radio  and  television  found  the  same  firm  viewpoint  when 
they  brought  in  Governor  Robert  F.  Kennon  of  Louisiana  for  exclusive 
interviews.  Governor  Kennon  told  Morgan  Beatty  on  the  "News  of  the 
World"  broadcast  (7:30  p.m.,  EDT)  that  he  headed  the  legal  delegation 
from  Louisiana  and  that  it  would  make  "no  concession,  no  change." 
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He  reiterated  this  in  an  exclusive  filmed  interview  with 
David  Brinkley. 

NBC's  early  morning  coverage  of  the  political  story  was 
based  on  the  assumption  that  not  every  viewer  and  listener  is  able  to 
stay  with  the  developments  until  late  in  the  night. 

On  "Today"  (7:00-9:00  a.m.,  EDT),  Clifton  Utley  went  on  the 
air  from  the  International  Amphitheatre  and  reviewed  the  developments 
of  the  evening  before.  Highlights  of  the  session  and  the  Credentials 
Committee  debate  were  presented  via  film  and  kinescope  excerpts.  An 
exclusive  interview  with  Governor  Stevenson  was  presented,  along  with 
a  film  account  of  some  of  his  activities  of  the  preceding  day. 

At  10:00  a.m.,  EDT,  NBC-TV  presented  its  daily  "Dateline 
Chicago,"  a  further  roundup  report  and  forecast  of  events.  Serious 
news  was  thoroughly  covered,  but  the  lighter  side  was  touched  upon, 
too.  Comedian  Bob  Hope  and  Don  McNeill  visited  Brookfield  Zoo  during 
a  portion  of  the  program  and  attempted  to  make  peace  among  three

NBC  commentators  Merrill  "Red"  Mueller  and  Randall  Jesse 
brought  Senator  Hubert  Humphrey  of  Minnesota  to  the  NBC  studios  at 
1:00  a.m,,  EDT,  The  Senator  told  the  NBC  commentators  exclusively  the 
procedure  his  colleagues  would  use  in  an  attempt  to  bring  about  an 
early  adjournment.  His  explanation  was  a  blueprint  of  what  followed. 

In  bringing  news  of  the  steel  strike  settlement  to  NBC 
viewers  and  listeners,  tape  recordings  of  President  Truman's  own  voice 
announcing  the  settlement  was  used  during  a  lull  in  the  fight  over  the 
seating  of  the  Virginia,  Louisiana  and  South  Carolina  delegations. 

At  4  p.m.,  Richard  Harkness  interviewed  the  Governors  of 
the  three  states  in  NBC -TV  studios  at  the  International  Amphitheatre 
where  they  explained  to  the  public  their  attitude  towards  the  loyalty 
pledge . " 

An  amusing  feature  of  NBC’s  television  coverage  yesterday  wa 
the  use  of  line -drawn  super-impositions  on  the  regular  picture.  Nick¬ 
named  "super-imps"  because  of  the  bouncing  appearance  on  the  screen, 
the  sketches  of  donkeys,  of  an  old-fashioned  steam-engine  when  Averell 
Harriman  was  nominated,  and  of  a  log  cabin  and  gushing  oil  well  for 
Oklahoma's  Senator  Robert  Kerr  brought  the  light  touch  of  the  long  day 
of  convention  reports.

During  the  afternoon  NBC  also  dispatched  its  supermobile 
unit  to  the  home  where  Governor  Adlai  Stevenson  was  staying,  TV 
cameras  were  installed  and  a  two-hop  microwave  relay  arranged  to  carry 
a  live  electronic  picture  of  the  possible  Democratic  nominee  to  a 
coast-to-coast  audience. 

As  usual  NBC  radio  proved  its  swift  flexibility  by  carrying 
the  whole  story  of  the  day’s  political  developments  via  the  voices  of 
15  different  commentators  stationed  around  the  Amphitheatre  and 
throughout  Chicago,  George  Hicks,  H»V,  Kaltenborn  and  Boo  Murphy  pro¬ 
vided  the  running  commentary,  interspersed  by  Morgan  Beatty’s  summaries 
from  the  platform  and  by  direct  reports  from  the  floor  of  the 
convention. 

As  a  prelude  to  the  day’s  TV  coverage,  Don  McNeill  inter¬ 
viewed  Madame  Perle  Mesta  and  a  bevy  of  beautiful  models  dressed  to 
honor  their  favorite  candidates  --  the  Russell  bustle,  cowboy’s  Levies 
for  Kerr  and  coon-trimmed  dresses  for  Kefauver,  Georgia  Neese  Clark, 
treasurer  of  the  United  States,  also  spoke  on  the  same  full-hour 

"Dateline  Chicago"  (10:00-11:00  a,m.). 

Bill  Henry  and  Ben  Grauer  sat  in  the  TV  commentator’s  booth 
for  12  straight  hours  through  10  floor  demonstrations  to  comment  on  the 
day’s  political  developments,  while  Hicks,  Kaltenborn  and  Murphy  were 
swallowing  many  throat  drops  to  stop  the  hoarseness  of  continual 
reporting  on  radio. 

At  1:00  p.m,,  the  Philco  Corporation  passed  its  100th  hour  of 
sponsorship  of  both  conventions  on  the  NBC  television  network.  And  at 
1:10  the  gavel  fell  officially  to  open  the  fourth  day  of  the  Democratic 
National  Convention,

Throughout  the  day,  NBC -TV  out  into  the  floor  demonstrations 
and  other  convention  activity  to  bring  viewers  exclusive  interviews 
from  the  floor  with  leading  delegates,  visitors  and  other  dignitaries, 
in  addition, a  number  of  filmed  spots  were  made  during  the  day  and 
interspersed  throughout  the  proceedings.  At  2:45  p.m.,  for  instance, 
Richard  Harkness  had  an  exclusive  interview  on  the  floor  with  Sen. 
Maybank  (S.C.)  explaining  the  South's  position  on  the  rugged  floor 
fight.  At  3:10  p.m.  Jack  Angell  interviewed  Sen.  Paul  Douglas  of 
Illinois,  commenting  on  the  possibility  of  a  Stevenson  nomination, 

NBC's  James  Fleming,  Merrill  Mueller,  Jim  Hurlbut,  W.W. 
Chaplin  and  others  roamed  the  floor  throughout  the  day  bringing 

viewers  up  to  date  on  the  developments  as  they  occured.

THE  NBC  TABULATING  SEEN  ON  THE  SCREEN 
IS  DONE  WITH  MIRRORS  AND  MACHINES 

The  tabulating  device  that  the  National  Broadcasting  Company 
last  night  used  exclusively  to  bring  its  television  viewers  instant¬ 
aneous  totals  during  the  voting  on  the  seating  of  the  Virginia  dele¬ 
gation  is,  with  one  exception,  similar  to  the  device  that  will  be  used 

during  the  balloting  for  the  Presidential  nominee. 

The  figures  on  the  balloting  will  be  brought  to  the  screen 

by  the  added  U3e  of  mirrors,  thanks  to  the  foresight  of  C.H.  Joe 
Colledge,  NBC-TV  production  chief,  who  prepared  in  advance  the  u„e 
the  newest  wrinkle  yet  developed  in  telling  the  viewer  the  score. 

The  device  for  the  balloting  consists  of  three  machines, 
supplied  by  the  National  Cash  Register  Company  and  especially  built  to 
NBC -TV's  specifications.  Their  totals  are  shown  simultaneously  on  the 


screen.

It  works  like  this:  when  the  ballotting  starts  the  cumula¬ 
tive  count  for  each  of  the  three  leading  candidates  will  he  punched 

up  on  the  three  cash  registers. 

The  three  machines  are  set  side-by-side.  Mirrors  set  at  a 

45-degree  angle  in  front  of  the  machines  on  the  left  and  right  will 
reflect  the  totals  to  another  mirror.  These  readings  are  then  picked 
up  by  the  television  camera.  The  cash  register  in  the  middle  is 

picked  up  directly  by  the  camera. 

Through  the  use  of  these  mirrors  the  totals  of  the  three 

registers  appear  close  together  across  the  TV  screen.  Mirrors  have 
to  be  used  because  the  bulky  cash  registers  are  too  far  apart  to  be 
seen  simultaneously  on  camera.  The  ingenious  use  of  the  reflectors 
brings  them  together.  The  specifications  for  the  registers  were  drawn 
up  by  Tom  Howel  and  Milt  Rogin,  who  created  and  operate  all  the  super¬ 
impositions  and  "vue -graphs"  which  have  been  used  at  the  conventions 

by  NBC -TV.

LETTERS  ABOUT  CONVENTIONS  GIVE  INTERESTING  FACTS 

Bill  Henry,  who  is  doing  the  running  commentary  for  NBC  tele 
vision’s  coverage  of  the  political  conventions,  did  a  hasty  analysis 
of  150  letters  picked  at  random  from  the  thousands  addressed  to  him 

by  viewers. 

Some  of  the  points  Henry  noted  were: 

(1)  Women  wrote  90  percent  of  the  letcers, 

(2)  Greatest  letter-writing  states  in  volume  were  New 

York,  Illinois  and  Virginia.

’AS  POGO  GOES...’ 

"I  go  Pogo"  says  Walt  Kelly,  creator  of  the  famed  comic - 
strip  possum,  every  morning  on  NBC-TV's  "Dateline  Chicago,"  when  Pogo 
and  his  friends  from  the  swamp  invade  the  network’s  studios  in  the 
International  Amphitheatre, 

"And  as  Pogo  goes  so  goes  the  nation,"  Kelly  claims,  "because 
human  beings  make  the  best  kind  of  people,  Pogo  knows  best," 

The  downy-headed  possum  had  to  stay  up  all  night  in  order  not 
to  miss  his  four-minute  spot  on  NBC-TV’s  morning  introduction  to  the 
political  day  in  Chicago, 

"He  can’t  tell  time,"  Kelly  says,  "but  I  can  and  I  don’t  like 
to  get  up  so  early  in  the  morning  to  be  on  television," 

(more) 
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Kelly  is  always  there  at  the  studio  to  make  sure  Pogo  minds 
his  manners, 

"Pogo's  a  TV  veteran  for  sure,  but  I  know  him  pretty  well  and 
he  gets  ornery  at  times#  He  won't  use  makeup#  Nope#  Says  he  won't  use 
makeup  or  make  up  to  anyone,  man  or  beast.  He  won't  even  get  his  hair  cut 

because  he  might  need  it  to  split  hairs  one  day. 

Pogo  is  both  a  candidate  and  a  critical  reporter  of  the 
political  conventions.  Asked  where  he  stood  on  civil  liberties,  Pogo 
said:  "I'm  against  people's  taking  uncivil  liberty  with  other  people. 

No  possum  wants  to  be  pushed  around." 

Pogo  appears  in  a  series  of  eight  or  10  drawings  along  with 
Kelly  each  morning  over  NBC-TV#  His  comments  on  the  convention  are 
made  visually  rather  than  in  his  or  Kelly's  voice.  Occasionally  Kelly 
will  sketch  Pogo  on-camera  for  the  delight  of  televiewers,  but  "most 
times  Pogo  has  made  up  his  mind  what  he  thinks  on  a  certain  issue  be¬ 
fore  we  arrive  at  the  studio." 

Kelly  allows  how  Pogo  was  born  in  19^3  when  he  emerged  from 
the  miscellaneous  characters  in  the  background  of  a  cartoon  book, 

"l  have  no  idea  how  old  he  is,"  Kelly  says.  "Possums  don't 
have  birth  certificates.  He's  old  enough  to  be  a  presidential  candi¬ 
date  and  he  has  as  much  right  to  be  a  candidate  as  any  other  possum. 

Kelly  says  once  the  Democratic  convention  is  over  "me  and 
Pogo  are  setting  out  for  the  swamp,  Pogo  told  me  this  morning  he's 
tired  of  the  fantasy  of  these  political  confabs.  All  he  wants  is 
the  real-life  of  the  swamp."

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H.V.  KALTENBORN  TURNS  POET 

Newsmen  and  commentators,  who  are  becoming  a  bit  lightheaded 
waiting  for  Gov.  Adlai  Stevenson  to  announce  for  the  nomination,  yes- 
terday  exchanged  a  bit  of  whimsy,  topped  off  by  a  poem  read  on  the  air 

this  afternoon  by  NBC  newsman  H.V.  Kaltenborn. 

The  reporters,  waiting  for  the  Governor  in  front  of  his  home, 

sent  him  the  following  poem: 

’’Here  we  are,  anxious  as  a  bride, 

’’While  you  sit  so  silently  inside, 

’’Please  answer  our  query, 

’’Because  we’re  getting  weary 

’’While  the  world  waits  for  you  to  decide." 

Upon  receiving  this  information,  and  realizing  that  Gov. 
Stevenson  had  not  answered  the  poem,  Kaltenborn  parried  by  composing  a 
peom  himself,  which  he  read  on  the  NBC  radio  network: 

"Each  bride  must  wait 
"To  know  her  fate 
’’And  you,  the  weary 
"Who  send  your  query, 

’’Will  learn  this  week 
"The  truth  you  seek." 

Kaltenborn  said  that  he  was  reading  this  poem  as  an  answer  tc 

reporters  since  Stevenson  had  not  replied. 

The  result  was  a  flood  of  telephone  calls  from  radio  listeners 

who  asked  that  the  poem  be  re-read,  slowly,  so  that  they  could  copy  it 

down.  It  was  repeated  later  on  the  network.

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SIDELIGHTS  OF  NBC* 3  CONVENTION  COVERAGE 

To  the  millions  of  dollars  of  electronic  equipment  --  and  fly 
swatters  —  used  by  NBC  television  and  radio  to  cover  the  political 
conventions,  add  two  four-battery  flashlights.  NBC-TV  camera  crews  in 
the  booth  near  the  roof  found  it  virtually  impossible  to  see  the  com¬ 
mentator  who  had  lined  up  an  interview  on  the  Amphitheatre  floor. 
Results  the  network  bought  two  high-powered  flashlights  which  commenta 
tors  carry  with  them  on  the  floor.  When  an  interview  is  lined  up  the 
reporter  flashes  the  light  up  into  the  booth  and  is  quickly  spotted  by 
the  director,

NBC -TV f  s  Bill  Henry’s  amazing  memory  for  faces  really  stood 
him  in  good  stead.  The  steady  parade  of  handshakers  who  appeared  on 
the  speaker’s  platform  to  congratulate  Vice-President  Barkley  on  his 
speech  did  not  for  a  moment  affect  the  commentator,  Henry  identified 
each  one  of  them  as  soon  as  he  approached  the  rostrum,  with  no  hesita¬ 
tion  or  faltering.  Each  time  that  the  network’s  representative  on  the 
platform  called  to  give  Henry  the  name,  he  remarked  that  he’d  already 
mentioned  it  on  the  air.

Radio  has  great  power  at  political  conventions,  if  observers 
are  to  believe  their  ears.  Not  50  feet  from  the  rostrum  sat  a  member 
of  the  Illinois  delegation  listening  to  Speaker  of  the  House  Sam

When  74-year-old  Vice  President  Alben  Barkley  finished  his 
speech  Wednesday  night,  NBC's  H.V.  Kaltenborn,  a  mere  youth,  too, 
offered  these  comments  to  the  nationwide  radio  audience;  May  I 
preface  what  I  am  about  to  say  about  the  platform  by  commenting  on  the 
fact  that  Vice  President  Barkley  is  just  exactly  my  age.

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CHICAGO,  July  28  --  The  National  Broadcasting  Company  Satur¬ 
day  completed  the  most  thorough  coverage  in  history  of  American  demo¬ 
cracy  at  work  --  the  major  political  party  conventions. 

With  the  nomination  of  Sen,  John  Sparkman  for  the  Vice  Presi¬ 
dency,  the  NBC  radio  and  television  networks  wrapped  up  the  sixth  and 
final  day  of  the  Democratic  Convention,  The  Republican  gathering  last¬ 
ed  five  days.  In  all,  NBC  was  on  the  air,  radio  and  TV,  with  250  hours, 
31  minutes  of  convention  coverage.  Philco  sponsored  223  hours,  55  min¬ 
utes  on  radio  and  television  of  these  historical  events. 

The  climax  of  the  Democratic  Convention  came  Friday  with  the 
nomination  of  Adlai  Stevenson  for  the  Presidency.  NBC  did  everything 
possible  to  bring  listeners  and  viewers  an  account  of  this  event. 
Twenty-nine  television  cameras  strategically  spotted  in  13  different 
places  in  Chicago  and  Washington  were  available  to  NBC  to  report  the 
historic  story.  Nearly  all  were  used.

intimate  view  of  the  delegates  on  the  convention  floor  during  the  bal¬ 
loting;  the  cash  register  tallying  device  for  instananeous  reporting  of 
the  vote  and  the  many  microphones  and  "walkie-talkies"  which  brought 
news  of  the  convention  from  every  conceivable  nook  and  cranny  of  the 
city  and  the  Amphitheatre. 

NBC  television  went  on  the  air  at  12  noon,  EDT,  Friday,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  NBC  radio  at  12:30  p.m.  Bill  Henry,  Ben  Grauer  and  John 
Cameron  Swayze  in  the  television  booths  and  George  Hicks,  H.V.  Kalten- 
born  and  Bob  Murphy  in  the  radio  booth  provided  the  commentary. 

They  took  a  break  between  7:30  and  9:30  p.m.,  EDT,  but  even 
during  that  time  they  took  a  peek  at  what  was  happening.  During  a 
broadcast  of  "We,  the  People"  (8:30  p.m.,  EDT),  in  which  NBC  commenta¬ 
tor  Clifton  Utley  and  a  panel  of  reporters  interviewed  Senator  Homer 
Ferguson  (R,-Mich.)  and  Rep.  Jacob  Javits  (R.-N.Y.),  NBC  cameras  cut 
for  a  few  minutes  to  the  scene  outside  the  Amphitheatre,  for  an  ex¬ 
clusive  view  of  President  Truman's  motorcade  arriving  at  the  Stock 
Yards  Inn,  where  he  awaited  completion  of  the  ballotting. 

As  the  balloting  droned  on,  NBC's  system  for  quickly  showing 
the  tabulation  to  viewers  worked  perfectly. 

Three  cash  registers,  aided  by  mirrors,  superimposed  the 
results  as  fast  as  the  official  tally  clerk  heard  them  from  the  floor. 
The  first  round  of  voting  saw  12  candidates  receiving  ballots,  but  at 
5:13  p.m.,  EDT,  when  the  first  results  were  officially  announced,  it 
was  found  that  NBC's  unofficial  count  was  identical  with  that 
announced  from  the  rostrum.  Later  ballots  were  reported  equally 
accurately  and  swiftly.

As  had  been  the  case  daily  during  the  conventions,  NBC-TV's 
"Today"  (7:00-9:00  a.m.,  EDT  and  CDT)  gave  the  televiewing  public  its 
first  reports  of  the  new  day  on  the  convention.  Events  following  the 
session  of  the  preceding  day,  which  continued  until  2:55  a.m.,  were 
reported  on  "Today." 

NBC  television  newsreel  crews  covered  the  caucus  of  the 
coalition  at  the  Congress  Hotel  which  met  in  the  early  morning  hours 
to  try  to  stem  the  Stevenson  tide.

Peter  J.  Cloherty,  the  assistant  sergeant-at-arms  of  the 
convention  who  calmed  the  crowd  during  the  fire  which  broke  out  on  the 
floor  early  Friday  morning,  was  interviewed  on  "Today.

The  International  Olympic  Committee  awarded  NBC's  Bill  Henry

The  Committee  gave  the  diploma  to  the  NBC-TV  commentator  in 

honor  of  Henry's  official  history  of  the  Olympic  games,  written  in 
1947.

"When  you  think  that  the  committee  gives  out  only  one  diplo¬ 
ma  every  four  years  and  when  you  count  up  the  number  of  people  in  the 
world,  it's  rather  surprising  they  picked  me,"  Henry  said. 

The  TV  newsman,  whose  terse  descriptions  of  convention  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  heard  by  millions,  describes  himself  as  a  "graying  ex¬ 
athlete  without  much  hair.”  He  actually  has  more  than  enough  hair  and 
more  than  enough  energy  to  work  around  the  clock  during  the  conventions, 
to  write  a  syndicated  newspaper  column  and  to  act  as  anchor  man  of  the 
panel  on  NBC-TV' s  "Who  Said  That?"  where  his  encyclopedic  knowledge 

distinguishes  his  answers. 

Henry  played  varsity  football,  basketball,  tennis  and  base- 
ball  at  Occidental  College  in  Los  Angeles  before  he  was  named  technical 
director  of  the  1932  Olympic  games  there.  He  has  been  active  in  broad- 
|  casting  since  the  middle  20s  and  joined  NBC-TV  this  year.
